INTRODUCTION 


The work of compiling a genealogy of the David Caldwell 

family in America was begun by my aunt, Johnnie Caldwell Files, 
in about 1960. At first she was interested in proving her des- . 
cent from a Revolutionary War Patriot for membership in the 
Daughters of the American Revolution. This quest was success- 
fully completed when she proved that James Caldwell had served 
in the South Carolina Militia during the War of Independence. 
Her interest in genealogy was thus whetted and she went on to 
spend many hours in libraries, archives and at the typewriter 
corresponding with other researchers seeking more information 
about the Caldwell origins. 

Her efforts were joined by those of others with similar 
interests, Mary Lou Caldwell Whelchel, Elizabeth Blanks Acruman, 
Georgia Carothers Eberly, Lucille Caldwell Brown who engaged in 
active research and shared their findings. 

In the 1970's the author became interested in genealogy 
and joined in the work of climbing the family tree. He built 
on the solid foundation of research conducted previously by 
Many others, sorted it out and at the urging of Johnnie Caldwell 
Files began the process of molding the myriad data into book 
form. 

The final stages of compilation were magnificently supported 
by the efforts and sharing of many persons. The Alabama line 
would not be possible in its completeness without the devoted 
efforts of Mrs. Leta Mae Camp and her mother Mrs. Lucille Caldwell 
Brown of Talladega, Alabama. Their efforts were supplemented by 
Dr. James L. Caldwell of Columbia, South Carolina. A line that we 
had "lost", that of Thomas Caldwell B.10, was found when we were 
contacted by Mrs. Harold Clark, Jr. of St. Joseph, Louisiana and 
this information filled a large gap on our work. John Thomas 
Caldwell of Los Alamos, New Mexico was an invaluable source of data 
on the descendants of William Harris Caldwell C.45 the son of 
William Harris Caldwell B.8 and put us in touch with Mrs. Kay Kemp 
Taylor of Abernathy, Texas who supplied data on William A. Caldwell 
D.39 and his descendants. A debt of gratitude is due to all of our 
living cousins who provided material on our contemporaries and the 
later generations. They are legion and the list would be too long 
to include here. However, they are found in their place in this 
book for those who come after us to remember as they read this. 
Every person entered here has been a contributor to the greatness 
of America in their own individual way. Some as famous men, others 
as the toilers and plodders without whose efforts nothing would be 
possible. There have been doctors, lawyers, school teachers, 
nuclear physicists, dragline operators, nurses, secretaries and 
every known occupation. Our earlier ancestors were primarily 
farmers and from this heritage we still find the innate love of the 


land. 


I was asked why I put in a space for the death date of persons 
living at this time and the space for a marriage for persons obvious 
ly too young for matrimony. The answer is very simple, this enables 
the owner of a copy of the book to enter this information as it 
becomes pertinent, thus allowing a constant up-dating process. 

There are, no doubt, many errors in this book, both typograph- 
cal and factual. I have striven to avoid as many errors aS possible 
but, being human many will be found. For the factual errors I ask 
for your forbearance and feel that you will forgive the typing errors 
of a novice typist. Most of the genealogical information on the 
earlier generations is supported by documentation while that of the 
later generations is for the most part taken from material furnished 
by people who, from personal knowledge, know the facts about their 
side of the family. This we have taken on trust and faith in their 
reliability and knowledge of their lines. 

The writer and researchers responsible for this book fully real- 
ize that we have only barely scratched the surface when it comes to 
documenting the descendants of David Caldwell in America. The number 
of his possible descendants calculated arithmatically staggers the 
imagination and we leave it to some courageous soul in the future to 
continue the search. 

We welcome any constructive commencs from readers and hope that 
they will bring to our attention any factual errors and that they will 
furnish us with any additional data which will fill out the many gaps 
existing in the lineage. 

The method used to identify individuals and their children is 
not an invention of ours. We think it is one of the best and least 
confusing and cumbersome systems ever developed. It avoids the very 
clumsy numeric system with its decimals and ever ballooning size of 
the numbers as you progress through the generations. The first we 
saw of this system was in a book written by Otto Basye chronicling 
the Basye family in America. 

The great majority of the Caldwell descendants whom we contacted 
responded promptly and enthusiastically when we asked for information. 
As is to be expected within a family so large and diverse, we did run 
into a very few recalcitrant "cousins" who declined to assist us in 
assembling the facts and refused to furnish any information on their 
particular family. This is sad since in the final analysis it will 
be their descendants who will suffer should they at sometime in the 
future wish to trace their ancestry back into the mists of time. 

I would be remiss if I did not mention the immense contribution 
of H. L. Carlisle of Calhoun Falls, South Carolina, who is widely 
panoned as the official historian of Abbeville County, South 
Carolina. Mr. Carlisle has spent a lifetime in the pursuit of truth 
and the facts of the history of the Up Country of South Carolina and 
has assembled a wealth of material on the early settlers of the area. 


He has always been most gracious in sharing his material with any and 
all who came to him seeking it. 


ORIGINS 


The following material is from "Historical Sketch of the Caldwell 
Family", by William Arthur Porter, Minneapolis, MN. This copy was made 
from a photocopy in the possession of Mr. George E. Caldwell, Box 133, 
Williamsville, IL. Date of the original typewritten sketch is not given. 

The story of the origin of the name Caldwell is rather unusual and 
most interesting. During the latter part of the fifthteenth and early 
part of the sixteenth centuries, two brothers by the name of Barbarossa 
were in complete control of the Mediterranean Sea. They commanded a 
most powerful fleet before which all nations bowed and paid tribute. 
Friendly nations looked upon these brothers as protectors to whom they 
were willing to pay the price of protection. Enemies called them pirates. 
It would be hard for us today to judge just in what status such a naval 
institution should be classified in view of modern navies. After an 
undisputed mastery of the Mediterranean for nearly twenty years the in- 
fluence of the Barbarossas was ended by the Governor of Aran when he 
defeated them. 

Among those who escaped were three brothers, John, Alexander and 
Oliver, each of whom had commanded a vessel under the Barbarossas; 
these three brothers returned to Toulon, France where they were born, 
and settled near Mount Arid (the name of the mountain appears as Mt. 
Aud in some accounts). 

The three brothers established a naval force of their own almost 
as formidible as that of Barbarossa. Merchants of Lisbon and Spain 
hired them to capture or destroy pirate ships on the Mediterranean. 

For this service, which was a benefit to France also, they received 
$20,000 from King Francis I of France. Various people and nations 
employed them to protect their ships on the seas. 

In 1525 when Charles V of Germany, who was also the King of Spain, 
was at war with Francis I of France, the three brothers espoused the 
cause of Charles V who was finally victorious. Naturally, this course 
of action aroused the enmity of Francis I, who thereafter called them 
"Protestants" and the "Robbers of Arid." 

At the time, the King of France was having very unpleasant relations 
with James VI of Scotland. The King of France was persecuting the 
Protestants at every opportunity, while the King of Scotland favored 
them. These conditions made John, Alexander and Oliver very welcome 
in Scotland. An agreement was entered into between the three brothers 
and James VI of Scotland whereby they were permitted to buy a tract 
of land and make their home in Scotland. In return for this priv- 
ilege each brother agreed to furnish upon request of the King, "a son 
with a troop of twenty horsemen of sound limb and fully armed to aid 
in the wars of the King." By special permission of the King they pur- 
chased land from a Bishop named Douglas. This land was located in a 
region known as the region of the "cold well". It was located in the 
southern part of Scotland, or Solway Firth, in Argyle County. Upon this 
land was located a well of pure and very cold water, and as has been 
mentioned before, the locality was known as the area of the "cold 
well." 


Soon these new settlers were known as the people of the cold well 
region...as John of Coldwell, Alexander of Coldwell and Oliver of 
Coldwell, and finally as John Coldwell or Caldwell, etc. 

In this area they lived, accumulated wealth, and became very 
influential. They intermarried with the most powerful families of 
the land and became connected with the Royal Family. Queen Elizabeth 
was a descendant of the Caldwells and was their staunch friend. 

The various branches of the family adopted Coats-of-Arms that 
were always symbolic of a water region, such as wells, fountains, 
waves, ships, fish, and waterfowl...all suggestive of water. 

In 1649 when Oliver Cromwell went to the North of Ireland as 
its Governor, his cousins, Joseph, John, Andrew, David and Daniel 
Caldwell went with him. Oliver Cromwell's maternal grandmother 
was Ann of Caldwell. Upon Cromwell's promotion to the Protector— 
ship of England in 1653, some of the Caldwells remained in Ireland 
in his interest. Thus did the family grow in power. 

At the death of Cromwell and upon the return of Charles IT 
(Restoration, May 29, 1660), however, the flourishing days of the 
Caldwells ended. At this point in their history, therefore, we 
enter into a new chapter. 

From the Sketch of Thomas H. Caldwell, grandson of Robert, 
great grandson of Alexander and Mary Stephenso, we read: 

Some of the Caldwells emigrated to America at once to escape 
the enmity of the new King and his forces. Others remained in 
Ireland, Scotland and Wales. The children, grandchildren and later 
generations of those who remained in the British Isles continued to ; 
cross to America until their descendants are numbered by the thousands 
and can be found in every state in the Union. 

About 1745, one of the descendants of one of the three original 
brothers started to America. The name of this particular descendant 
was Alexander Caldwell. Before teking ship, Alexander decided to 
visit kinsmen in Wales. While thcre, he fell in love with the 
daughter of his relative, Mary Calwell. The courtship was short and 
they were married in Wales and very soon started on the long journey 
to the New World, 

Since Alexander and his bride were without money and without 
the price of Passage, they were compelled to bind themselves to the 
ship captain for a term of servitude long enough to pay the cost of 
their passage. It took the couple about a year to pay off this debt 
after landing in Philadelphia. 

When they were free, they bought land and settled about six miles 
north of Philadelphia. Two of the groom's brothers, David and Oliver, 
and two brothers of the bride, Joseph and Daniel, all of whom are 
reported to have come to America about the same time, settled in the 
Same neighborhood with the newly married couple. These five families 
formed what was known as the Pennsylvania Colony of Caldwells. 

We feel strongly that we are descended from this group, the des- 
cendants of whom filtered into Virginia, Kentucky, and the Carolinas.

PRIDE OF ANCESTRY 


This book has to do with the descendants of David Caldwell and 
his wife Ann Harris who came to the shores of the New World about 
two hundred and forty years ago to start life anew in a wild and un- 
tamed land. It is the story of many families who through the centuries 
have been connected with the Caldwells. The scenes in this human drama 
shift constantly as do the players on the stage of life who appear for 
a brief moment in the great expanse cf time, make their contribution to 
the human experience and pass on intc memory. 

The desire to know more of our ancestors is human and commendable. 
And if the ancestor has given us anything to be proud of, we take great 
pleasure in pointing others to our arcestral kinsmen. But, we cannot 
be proud of an ancestor who has broucht shame and disgrace upon the name. 

Pride in one's ancestors should not be boastful or selfish nor 
too sentimental. It should be part of our reserve strength fortifying 
us in the battles we engage in during our time on this earth. It was 
Daniel Webster who said: "There is a moral and philosophical respect 
for our ancestors which elevates the character and improves the heart." 
Farther back, we are constrained by one of the Ten Commandments, "Honor 
thy father and thy mother." 

In our search for our origins we travel many circuitous and some- 
times confusing ways: poring over old legal records in dusty backrooms 
of countless backwater county courthouses, delving into the mysteries of 
countless forbidding tomes in countless libraries and archives, writing 
hundreds of letters to potential sources, marching resolutely through 
the tall grass and weeds of forgotten cemeteries in isolated rural areas 
contending with the chiggers and other assorted foes which test our 
determination. We are surprised and gratified when we discover those 
strange and unusual folk who comprise our heritage as we study old maps, 
wills, estate administrations, personal letters and such which give us 
vivid insight into the character and personality of our elusive ancestors. 
We study law, science, medicine, psychology, history, religion, government 
and architecture...all branches of. knowledge in our efforts to unearth 
the smallest bit of information which might open the door to further 
knowledge and understanding of our heritage. We find inspiration anda 
renewed faith in humanity from the example of our forebearers as we learn 
of their nerseverance and courage in the face of seemingly insurmountable 
obstacles. 

As we grow older we turn our minds somewhat aside from the every 
day chores of business and social affairs and begin to ask ourselves the 
questions; "If a man shall die shall he live again?", and we look back 
searching in wonder for an answer to "Whence came I?" "Who are my fore- 
fathers?" "What did they do?" "Where did they live?" "WHAT IS THERE 
ABOUT THEM THAT WILL HELP ME TO UNDERSTAND MYSELF?" “Why am I here?"

I will leave it to my aud- 
ience to say whether it has been the weakest or strongest nations of 
the earth which have kept the Sabbath...Did not the American fore- 
fathers themselves consecrate Sunday as a day of rest and keep it 
with the utmost strictness?" 

"Another Scottish trait is 'dourness', defined in the dictionary 
as obstinacy. But dourness is obstinacy raised to the nth power. It is 
one hundred obstinate people rolled into one...Led by this trait a 
certain Scotsman always stood up during prayers when others were knee- 
ling, and sat down when others stood to sing, because, as he expressed 
it, the ordinary method was the only one used by the English and he 
wasn't going to do as they did." 

"Let the Scots alone and there are no more civil people in the 
world, but let someone come bringing them a new faith, or let the 
tyrant try to oppress, and they will resist to the end...But if you 
take a Scotsman on the right side, flatter him and tell him you want to 
be his friend, he is too soft, you can do anything with him, and herein 
is the inconsistency of his nature. You trust us and you may use us as 
you please, but take us on the wrong side, try to make us do what we 
do not want to do, and we would not yield an inch if you proposed the 
most reasonable thing in the universe. But unless a nation has a back- 
bone, it deserves no honor..." 

"The Scotsman regards only two things with absolute reverence. 
Money is not one of them, His religion is one, learning is the other... 
To prepare a son for college after he has been duly declared by the 
minister and other authorities as having in him the making of a scholar, 
no sacrifice is too great, or labor too hard, or planning too arduous... 
It would be well if between the cottages and universities an open road 
were kept, and upon that road the grass were never allowed to grow..." 

“Among all our qualities, the deepest rooted, apart from the fear 
of God, is sentiment. And yet we do not receive credit for it because 
we have not 'sentimentalism', which is the caricature and ghost of 
sentiment. The sentiment of the Scots is of the heart and not the lips. 
If I saw a couple of Scotsmen kissing each other goodbye, I wouldn't 
lend five shillings to either of them. It is not uncommon to see such 
an exhibition among Italians. I do not blame them. They are as God made 
them, and so they must be. People doubt whether we have any sentiment 
at all. Some think that we are hard-hearted and cold-blooded. Our manner 
is less genial and not effusive. Our misfortune is not to be able to 
express our feelings..." 

"But, not withstanding the irony that underlies the Scot's nature, 
and his apparent stolidness, there does lie within his bosom, unseen, 

a store of sentiment; for where do you find ballads touching home life 
so beautifully as do those of Scotland - such as 'Robin Adair', ‘Will 
Ye No Come Back Again', 'Auld Lang Syne'? If a Scotsman is forced to 
leave his home, the roots of his life are being torn up; he is outraged 
in feeling and ready to become an anarchist. There is no greater sin 
than to dispossess a Scotsman of his home." 


"Forgive us that we have no outward manner. Believe us that we 
have a warm heart. If you want manners, go to another nation. If you 
want a warm heart, go to a Scotswoman or man. The songs of Robert Burns 
are indicative of the character of the Scottish people. Reading them 
you can read the beating of the Scot*ish heart...History has no more 
generous, impulsive rebellion than the Rebellion of '45, when men sent 
their sons, maidens their sweethearts, to the field in behalf of Prince 
Charlie. They had nothing to win, they had everything to lose, and they 
gave their blood freely for a sentimental cause." 

"But we are told that we are a thrifty people, as if that were a 
term of reproach. But does not Scottish thrift mean some of the best 
and most useful qualities - foresight, self-denial, the conscientious 
use of money? Does it not mean independence? When I contrast this 
quality with the recklessness and improvidence of the man who carries 
a reputation for being 'generous', I declare before this audience that 
I am not ashamed of the thrift of our people by which they have main- 
tained their self-respect, have been enabled to help one another, and 
to keep their poor from becoming a burden in the great cities...It is 
the nations, like individuals who know how to deny themselves, who make 
their mark in the world." 

"There exists between all natives of Scotland a bond of sympathy- 
Where do you find persons who love their country as do the Scots? Let 
three Scotsmen meet in a foreign city and they form a St. Andrews 
Society to assist their countrymen." 

_ "Scotland has been a stern mother to her children, never over- 
Feeding them, and using the stick when it was necessary; and when they 
have departed from their native land they always look back and bless 
her. Ours is a little country, and this is perhaps one reason why we 
love it so well, Yours is a great and good country, and I wish it peace 


and Prosperity; but there is an advantage in a little country - you can 
Carry it more easily in your heart."

The first factual evidence found of this ancestor is recorded on 
page four of the Presbyterian Congregation on Rocky River, by Thomas 
Hugh Spence, Jr. to the effect that "the New Side Synod of New York 
on October 3, 1755 appointed a Mr. John Clark to take a journey into 
Virginia and North Carolina. On October 12, which fell on Sunday, 
he preached at the home of Justice Alexander. On Wednesday, at Major 
Harris' and on Friday at the residence of David Caldwell, five or 
six miles further on." 

In recording the movement of the early settlers from the North of 
Ireland to this region, Foote identifies the particular points of 
their residence in the following words: 

"As was usual, they came in a company; Colonel Robert Harris on 
Reedy Creek, his brother, Samuel Harris on Clear Creek, Andrew Davis 
on Reedy Creek, Moses Shelby on Clear Creek, William White and his 
two brothers, James and Archibald, on or near Rocky River, David 
Caldwell on Caldwell's Creek and Adam Alexander on Clear Creek. The 
Morrison family came early to Rocky River from Scotland, making a 
short souourn in Pennsylvania." 

Some of the early genealogists have confused this David Caldwell's 
descendants with those of John Caldwell of Cub Creek. They have also 
confused him with Reverend David Caldwell, born 1725, died 1824, son 
of Andrew Caldwell, who did not come to North Carolina until 1764. 

In the 1761 minutes of the Synod of New York and Philadelphia, 
(see pages 306-307, Records of the Presbyterian Church.), our David 
Caldwell is listed as an Elder attending Synod at the Second Presby- 
terian Church in Philadelphia as a representative of Hanover Presby- 
tery. On May 21, 1761, this David Caldwell, with others was placed 
on a commission to study the Indian Mission. Another reference at 
this same meeting of Synod to "Mr. Caldwell" is to Reverend James 
Caldwell. 

Mecklenburg County, North Carolina, Deed Book I, page 542, dated 
24 November 1762, shows Arthur Dobbs deeding to David Caldwell, Anson 
County, State of North Carolina, for 36 pounds, 2 shilling, 5 pence, 
287 acres situated in said county, beginning at a stake near Caldwell 
Creek running.........

None 
have ever been rejected, happily. 

In the D.A.R. Library you have many of my books plus three that I 
contributed to heavily and for which the compiler gave me due credit. 

I have worked records from Maryland to Mississippi and in Tennessee 

and I am very familiar with the possibilities of research in these states. 
I went to South Carolina and spent time in the State Archives in October. 
I had the benefit of Mr. Hutson's vast knowledge of South Carolina early 
history and it is he who helped me pin down James Caldwell, Sr.

The date of his marriage to Elizabeth is estimated as 1758 
from the birth date of their oldest child, ann born 27 Sept. 1759. ‘ 
This is from the William Lesley Bible. This record with James Caldwell's 
will show Ann to have been the oldest child. ann died in 1800 (Lesley 
Bible) hence in James' will he leaves to her husband, Wm. Lesley. 
le also leaves to his grandson JAMES TESLEY. Allowing 2 years between 
births of children we have estimated the birth dates of the rest of 
the children, except in the case of William Harris (Caldwell). He was 
born in 1774 according to his tombstone in Talladega County, Alabama, 
which was copied by Mrs. Mary Lou Whelchel, Birmingham, Alabama, who 
is a direct descendant Certified statement enclosed. 

’ Elizabeth Caldwell died prior to 1800 as there is no female 

in James’ family in the 1800 census of Abbeville, Co-, 5-C- There are 
three (3) males and we can place them as William Harris, Ezekiel and 
Thomas. James is "over 45", The older children were all married then. 

2. In 1762 James Caldwell had a land grant in Anson Co., N.C. 
from Governor Dobbs for 140 acres on the Back Creek of Rocky River. 

In 1771 he and Elizabeth sold this land and both signed the deed 
of sale. This instrument is in Mecklenburg Co., N-C formed from Anson 1n 
1762. Wives did not have to sign deeds in N.C. and their signatures are 
found, usually, only when the home place was being sold. This accounts 
for the rare signature of wives in N.C. If they are selling the home 
place it follows that they were leaving the state. (deed enclosed) .- 

James and Elizabeth Caldwell next appear in Abbeville District, 
South Carolina, prior to 1775, George Howe in his HISTORY OF THE 
PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH IN SOUTH CAROLINA (2 Vols.) says, "Rocky River 
Church was organized 1770-1772 and James Caldwell was a first elder. 

The church was built on or near his land. In 1785 he got another grant." 

The deeds in Abbeville 
were lost in a fire so that the only land transactions that one can get 
are the state grants, called memorials.

The indent signed by James, John and David giving John Luckie 
authority to receive their interest for Revolutionary War service 
indicates one family. In this case it would be James and sons John 
& David. They were certainly of the same family to sign a joint order. 
These indents were paid in Charleston and as it was a long, hard and 
expensive trip, it was customary for neighbors to ask anyone going to 
do errands for them. John Luckie was of Abbeville and his brother was 
J.P. for the county, hence his signature as a witness to the order- 
William Luckie. 

4. JOHN CALDWELL JR. (?), son of James Caldwell, was born about 
1761. (see note on Lesly Bible). He is named 2nd. in his father's will. 
John had an uncle JOHN who died in 1795 but had no son JOHN, at least 
none mentioned in his will. This isolates John in James' will. James 
leaves to "son John, etc..... " He also leaves to James Caldwell son of 
John....- "Since James was leaving to his children and grand children 
(named for himself and his wife Elizabeth) this John can only be his 
son who had a son James. He would hardly have left to James, the son of 
his brother John, when his own son John had a son James. He also leaves 
to Elizabeth Harris Caldwell. This is John's daughter Elizabeth Ann 
Harris, later Speer. Named for his mother Elizabeth and his grandmother 
(we feel sure) Ann Harris, wife of David Caldwell, with will in N. C. 
in 1781. See Harris ms. which is in a number of libraries. There is of 
course another Elizabeth Caldwell in the will, but I did not check her 
out as it was not pertinent to this line. Note that James mentions the 
grandchildren in the order of their parent's place in James' will. These 
old Scots were very punctilious.

The Caldwells and Harrises must have moved to N.C. together.

David Caldwell's wife, Ann Harris (see Harris ms.)...after his 
death she married her cousin Robert Harris & he died in Mecklenburg Co., 
N.C. I have accumulated a great deal of Caldwell data in this search 
tnat I hope soon to get to your library (DAR). A Mrs. Carroll of Dothan, 
Ala. recently went into the D.A.R. on John Caldwell of will 1795 in 
Abbeville and gave as his father Capt. John Caldwell of the migration 
to Pa. in 1727 and the founder of the Southside Va. colony in 1734. This 
is wholly incorrect. Not that it affects her descent from John and it 
was not necessary for her to add John's father.

In the name of God Amen, I James Caldwell Sent of South Carolina, 
Abbeville District, being sick and weak in body but of perfect mind 
and memory, thanks be to God for it and calling to mind the mortality 
of my body and knowing it is appointed for all men to die do make and 
ordain this my last will and testament that is to say principally 
first of all, I give and recommend my soul into the hand of Almighty 
God that gave it, and my body I recommend to the earth to be buried in 
decent Christian burial at the discretion of my Executors. And as touch- 
ing such worldly estate wherewith it hath pleased God to bless me in 
this life with, I give, demise and dispose of the same in the following 
Manner and form: 

First, I give and bequeath to William Lesley, John Caldwell, David 
Caldwell, Rebecca Pickens, Elizabeth Wilson, Mary Davis and James Caldwell 
each of them one dollar apiece to be levied out of my estate. 

2nd. I give to William Caldwell three hundred dollars beside the 
balance of the price of a Negro woman Jude that is coming to. 

3rd. I give to Ezekiel Caldwell a tract of land containing 150 acres 
lying in the East side of Little River, it being part of a tract of land 
known as Bull Town, also one black horse, saddle and bridle, feather 
bed and furniture and one chest. 

4th. I give to Thomas Caldwell 150 acres of land whereon I now live 
with all the buildings and a Negro boy, Jack. Likewise one gray horse 
mare named Cate, saddle, bridle, one feather bed and furniture and chest. 

The rest of my property which is all personal I allow to be sold 
at vandue and money I allow to be divided after all my just debts are 
paid at the discretion of my Executors, amongst James Lesley, James 
Caldwell son of John Caldwell, James Caldwell son of David Caldwell,James 
Caldwell Pickens, James Wilson, James Davis, Elizabeth Harris Caldwell, 
Eliza Harris Caldwell. Except so much of it will buy as much calico as 
will make a shem__ for Elizabeth Harris Kerr. 

I appoint William Caldwell and James Caldwell my Executors of this 
my last will and testament and I do hereby utterly disallow, revoke and 
disannul all and every other former testament, wills and executors by me 
in any wise before named ratifying and confirming this and no other to 
be my last will and testament. In witness whereof I have hereunto set my 
hand and seal this fifthteenth day of Aprile in the year of our Lord one 
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I appoint William Caldwell and James Caldwell my Executors of this 
my last will and testament and I do hereby utterly disallow, revoke 
and disannul all and ever other former testaments, wills and executors 
by me in any wise before named ratifying and confirming this and no 
other to be my last will and testament.

HISTORY OF THE PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH IN SOUTH CAROLINA 
By George Howe, D.D. 
Columbia - Duffie & Chapman - 1870 


Vol. 1, pg. 439: 

The Rev. John Harris who had been appointed...in 1769 to visit and 
supply the vacancies in Virginia and North and South Carolina hut who 
appears not to have reached the upper settlements of South Carolina 
till November 1772, took the pastoral charge as stated supply of the 
congregations which were by this time known as Fort Boone, Bull Town 
and Long Canes...Bold, enthusiastic, and independent, he was peculiarly 
fitted for the stirring times in which he lived, and he labored as a 
true patriot to stamp his own principles of Republican liberty upon 
others. And it was his boast that every man in his congregations were 
Whigs...As early as 1773 he had formed a settlement in the "Flatwoods" 
on the waters of Mckinley's creek and Little River. 

There thus arose in due time the five churches of (1) Upper Long Cane, 
two miles north of Abbeville Village; (2) Lower Long Cane, embracing the 
territory now included in Hopewell church and congregation; (3) Rocky 
Creek, now known as Rock Church a few miles from the village of Greenwood; 
(4) Bull Town, now Rocky River, in the western part of what is now 
Abbeville District; and again (5) Saluda, now Greenville. 

Pg. 550: The elders in Upper Long Cane were, Andrew Pickens, Andrew 
Hamilton, John McCord, Hugh Reid & Edward Pharr, perhaps others. The 
elders in Greenville congregation are believed to have been George Reid, 
Hugh Wardlaw, James Dobbins, James Watts, James Seawright, Samuel Lofton, 
& perhaps John Lowry. (1785 Synod of the Carolinas). 

Among names in these two congregations were those of Shain, Reid, 
Lesly, Bowie, Pickens, Campbell, Jones, Watts, Rosamond, Seawright, Ward- 
law, etc., a considerable number of whom were settlers before the Indian 
Wars & the greater part actively sustained the American Independence. 

Among those were General Pickens, Colonel Reid, Major Bowie, Major 
Hamilton with Captains Wardlaw, Rosamond, Watts, Jones, etc. 
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Pg. 554: Mr. Dickson names as the elders in Lower Long Cane or 
Hopewell congregation; Patrick Calhoun, William Hutton, Ebenezer 
Pettigrew & another by the name of Blain. The elders in the Rocky 
River congregation; Nathan Lusk, Samuel Porter, Hugh Mecklin (bro- 
ther to the pastor & an active Whig in the time of the Revolution), 
and Baskin & Robert Allen. Mr. Speer also mentions Mr. Russell, 
William McKinley and JAMES CALDWELL as among the first elders. And 
the chief names in Mr. Mecklin's charge were those of Calhoun, Noble 
Davis, Baskin, Sweringen, Shanklin, Lawrence, etc. (Robert Mecklin 
was pastor). 


Pg. 640: Petition to the Presbytery of S.C. by the congregation 
of Hopewell on Keowee River, & Carmel on Twenty-three Mile Creek, 
both of the county of Pendleton and State of South Carolina, for a 
pastor because of the death of Rev. Thomas Reese. (Rev. Reese died 
1796).

Pg. 371: WAXHAW CHURCH, the last minister of this church mentioned 
by us was John Williamson.

Pg. 388 & 389: "The battle of Long Canes was fought, said my informer 
not far from Cedar Springs (Seceder) Church. The British took General 
Pickens and Major Hamilton prisoners. When General Pickens was wearied 
with walking, his guard asked if he was tired. On his answering, 'yes' 
he replied, 'Run, then...fifthteen wagons of inhabitants, who had met 
together for mutual protection, were crossing the Saluda for corn, PeggY

Houston gave information to the Tories, who came upon the wagoners, 
burnt the wagons, carried the men across the Savannah and delivered 
them up to the Creek Indians, who tortured them, sticking them with 
pine splinters. 

Matthew Thompson, feigning to be sick, was frequently taken out 
by the Indians. At length he was permitted to go by himself. He 
seized one of the fastest horses and escaped. He was pursued for two 
days, fed himself on the tendrils of the grape and green buds, and 
at length in a state of great exhaustion reached his home near Rocky 
River Church. 

That same Peggy Houston fled to North Carolina and remained till 
after peace was declared and then returned. On her return, the ladies 
whose husbands and sons had been killed, met at her house, took her out 
of bed and whipped her nearly to death. She fainted twice. Among them 
were Mary White, whose son was murdered, Jane Hamilton and Rebecca 


Pickens. 


Pg. 389: For the memory of ages goes back to the past, and the minds 
of all linger upon the heroic age in which our fathers fought and 
suffered...and amid these traditions the following also was rehearsed. 

One was about Adam Files and his sons. His sons were out hunting 
horses, and met the Tories and Indians. One of the sons ran home and 
gave information. Mr. Files and his other sons concealed themselves in 
Wilson's Creek, a tributary of Rocky River. Mr. Carruthers was shot as 
he was ascending the bank of the creek. He was buried near the spot, but 
his bones were afterward removed. 

The elder Adam Files was shot by the Tories and was taken out of the 
creek. He was carried across the Savannah, tortured and killed. His 
bones were afterward found and known by the peculiar formation of his 
teeth. These bones were afterward gathered and buried by his sons. One 
of his sons (Adam) was hidden in the waters at the same time with his 
father and escaped. Another escaped on foot. His house was the "lining" 
house on the outside of the settlement, ie. we suppose the house which 
marked its ideal boundary. Messrs. William Baskin and Hugh Baskin were 
also at the same house and ran. 


Pg. 396 & 396: PROVIDENCE CHURCH is literally a branch of Rocky 
River Church, and originated in this wise, during the time that Reverend 
James Gamble was pastor of Rocky River, Presbytery ordered each minister 
to perform such missionary labour between that and the next meeting of 
the Presbytery in any field...In compliance with this order Mr. Gamble 
commenced preaching in this distant part of his congregation in private 
homes...he removed to Georgia in 1826. 

After this meeting house was built...Reverend David Humphries... 
the reception of the church by the Presbytery at their October session 
in 1828. (See minutes, Vol. 2, page 179). At that time the Providence 
Church was received under the care of the Presbytery it had as its elders 
COL. WILLIAM H. CALDWELL, Robert Crosby and John Speers, Esqrs. and about 
60 white members. In 1829 James H. Baskins was elected an elder...there 
were 94 whites and 27 colored members. (Ms. of J.H. Baskins, Clerk of 
Session, November 15, 1853). 

NEW HARMONY CHURCH, another branch of Rocky River...under the care of 
Presbytery, March 27, 1830. Ministeral labors of the licentiates, Wm. 
Carlisle and Wm. H. Harris, up to the time of their union with Providence 
Church at Lowndesville...

"WILLIAM H. CALDWELL, elder, petitioned in behalf of a neighborhood 
lying between Rocky River and Good Hope Churches, that they should be 
recognized as a church and taken under the care of the Presbytery and 
they be known as PROVIDENCE CHURCH. Whereupon it was resolved that the 
praver of the petition be granted and that the elders, Josiah Patterson, 
Andrew Giles and Hugh McLinn, be representatives in behalf of Rocky 
River Congregation to meet elders WM.

Carlisle, 
Wm. H. Harris & James C. Cosby were from the bounds of this congregat- 
ion. The elders in 1842 were; Robert Cosby, J.G. CALDWELL & James 
Baskin. The name A. Walker also appears about 1845...

LIFE ON THE SOUTH CAROLINA FRONTIER 


Ninety-Six District in Up-Country South Carolina in the early 
1770's was barely removed from the wild, Indian infested region 
across the Savannah River. It was not until around 1761 that a 
treaty with the Creek and Cherokee Indians had made it possible for 
white settlers to emigrate into the area and even at this time there 
were ocassional murderous incursions by the savages, who left a 
trail of death and destruction throughout the red clay hills of 
northwestern South Carolina. 

The majority of the settlers were subsistence farmers who came 
down the river valleys and Indian trails from North Carolina and 
Virginia in search of cheap land. In contrast to the wealthy plant- 
ers of the tidewater region, they owned few if any slaves, scratching 
out a meager living from the rocky soil of the Piedmont. They were 
for the most part Scots-Irish Presbyterians from the northern counties 
of Ireland who had fled from religious and political oppression there. 

Along with the Caldwells came the Pickens, Calhoun, Baskin, Allen, 
Moseley, Carlisle and McKinleys. From these staunch Presbyterians 
came the patriots of the American Revolution in the South, General 
Andrew Pickens, "The Fighting Elder", John Caldwell Calhoun, born 
in Abbeville District, who went on to play a major role in the affairs 
of his country as Secretary of War and Vice President. 

James Caldwell moved into the region around 1771 and acquired land 
near Rocky River (see Memorial at A.1.). He attended and was an elder 
in Rocky River Presbyterian Church and is said to have given land for 
it to be built on. 

From his will and the bill of sale of his estate, we can see that 
his family was a very self-sufficient unit. We know that he kept 
bees from the listing in the sale of bees caps and a quantity of bees. 
Honey from the hives provided the frontier family with a substitute 
for sugar, an expensive and scarce item in the up-country. 

His estate (personal possessions) contained spinning wheels, wool 
and cotton cards, pickling barrels and other utinsels which contribut- 
ed to the standard of living of he and his family. We see that there 
was a "still" for the making of whiskey. These old, staunch Presby- 
terians understood the value of "spirits" as a home remedy in an area 
where few if any medical doctors lived. 

The regions settlers had little in common with the aristocratic 
planters and merchants of the tidewater and Charlestowne. The latter 
depended on trade with the mother country and was accustomed to the 
use of the luxuries brought to the colonies from England. When the 
English Parliament imposed the Townshend acts, taxing many of the items 
they used, it brought a great out-cry throughout the colonies, except 
for the subsistence farmers in the back country who purchased no paint, 
writing paper nor tea. Relying almost entirely on their own produce, 
they could have cared less about a tax on tea! 

Differences between the two regions reached a bloody climax in the 
late 1760's when the up-country settlers took the law into their own 
hands to combat the lawlessness and brigandry rife throughout the area. 
The lack of courts and law enforcement resulted in widespread murder, 
robbery and pillage by roving bands of brigands. The dispute was finally 
settled by the establishment of courts and appointment of sheriffs in 
each of the districts in 1768. 

When the threat of revolution reared its head, the majority of the 
frontiersmen actually were openly loyal to King George and felt no 
affinity for their aristocratic brothers in the tidewater. 
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Sentiment began to swing to the side of the revolution after the fal] 
of Charlestowne and the influx of British Troops into the state, accomp- 
anied by the mounting number of outrages committed against the citizens 
by "Bloody" Banastre Tarleton and Tories (loyalists). Even so, for the 
duration of the war, there were just about as many loyalists as rebels 
in the state. Often, it came down to neighbor against neighbor and 
brother against brother in some of the bitterest fighting seen on the 
American Continent. The struggle resembled a civil war more than a con- 
certed resistance against the Crown. Guerilla warfare raged Over the hills 
and valleys of up-country South Carolina with bands of Tories murdering 
and plundering their Whig opponents. It is said that in the later stages 
of the war, there were over 1400 widows and orphans in Ninety-Six Dist- 
rict after a particularly brutal rampage by "Bloody Bill" Cunningham, a 
rabid Tory sympathizer. 

James Caldwell and his sons John and David answered the call of 
liberty and joined the militia in Ninety-Six District to combat the tide 
of Tory and British pillage. Records indicate (see stub indents at 4.1.) 
that they served under Colonel Robert Anderson in a regiment commanded 
by General Andrew Pickens, the fighting elder. Anderson and Pickens 
fought at the battles of Ninety-Six, the Cowpens, Augusta and many other 
engagements against the British, Tories and Indians. 

Unlike the Continental Army, the militia served principally as an 
auxiallary force or fire-brigade which answered the call to duty when 
needed to combat the enemy in a particular battle. After the battle was 
over, they usually returned home to tend their crops and protect their 
families and property from plundering Tories. Frequently, they refused 
to travel any great distance from their homes, fearing for their families 
in their absence. Basically untrained in the art of warfare, they were 
usually no match for the well drilled British Regulars with their 
gleaming bayonets and relentless charges on the field of battle. There- 
fore, it was customary to stiffen their resolve by interspersing them 
with regulars of the Continental Army who formed behind them in the line 
of battle and thus prevented their precipitous flight. None-the-less, 
they proved invaluable in defeating the British and fought braveley and 
efficiently when led by officers who understood their tendencies and 


abilities.

Joseph Black my executor of this my last will - March 2, 1808.

ally and first of all I recommend my soul to God who gave it and my body 
to the earth to be buried in a decent Christian burial at the discretion 
of my Executors. 
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And as to what worldly estate it has pleased God to bless me with 
in this life I dispose of it in the following manner - 

FIRST, I order that all my just debts be paid out of the money that 
is due me and by the saie of as much of my property that can best be 
spared at the discretion of my Executors. 

SECONDLY, I leave to my dearly beloved wife, Elizabeth Caldwell the 
use of all my plantation whereon I now live until my son John comes of age 
and after he comes of age I give to her all from the mouth of the branch 
in the field on the river in a line with the ditch that comes from the 
hills downward until the lower line including the house and all the imp- 
rovements - I also leave to my dearly beloved wife the use of all my stock 
of every kind except Thompson's horse - with all my farming utensils, my 
wagon and still if it be not necessary to sell them to pay my debts. 

I also leave to my dear wife all the Negroes that I am or may be 
possessed of at my death for her use as long as she lives or continues 
my widow, allowing my three younger children to be raised well schooled 
out of the product of my plantation and if my wife should marry, her claim 
to the plantation and all the Negroes will cease except my two Negroe 
women Dina and Patty which I allow her to have during her life and at her 
death them and their issue to be equally divided among all my children 
together with all other of my Negroes and if my wife should marry I allow 
her one third of all my moveable property after my just debts are paid 
except the Negroes which I allow to be kept on the plantation until my 
daughter Sally Cummings marriage. 

I also leave to my dear wife all my books to distribute among my 
children as she may think proper or keep them as long as she lives, and 
at her death to be sold and equally divided among my children. 

THIRD, I leave to my son James my Smith tools in addition to what he 
has already got, reserving the use of them to my dear wife for as long as 
she may think proper to keep them. 

FOURTH, I leave to my son Matthew his horse and saddle and watch with 
the two tracts of land that I have purchased for him in Rocky River known 
as Bonds Tract and Birt Tract and one bed and furniture and two cows and 
calves and wearing apparel. 

FIFTH, to my daughter Ann Speer I leave fifty dollars in addition to 
what she has got and to my daughter Jane Jones I leave fifty dollars in 
addition to what she has got and to my sons John Caldwell and William H. 
Caldwell I leave my plantation on which I live to be equally divided 
between them, allowing John to have the upper half from the ditch leading 
from the hills to the river to be the dividing line and from the ditch to 
the mouth of the branch on the river.

On a ridge in the red clay hills of western Abbeville County, South 
Carolina stands the weather beaten log house occupied by John Caldwell, 
his wife Elizabeth Thompson Caldwell and their seven children and unti} 
sold at a Sheriff's sale in 1866 it was the home of their son William 
Harris Caldwell and his wife, Elizaseth Moseley, and their children. 

It is thought that the house was built sometime between 1780 and 1799 
either by John Caldwell or a previous owner. The deeds in Abbeville 
County were lost in a fire in the 1860's so no record exists of the own 
ership of this land. 

In the late 1970's the United States Corps of Engineers began cons- 
truction of the Richard B. Russell Dam on the Savannah River near Calhou, 
Falls, South Carolina and surveys indicated that the resultant flooding 
would surround the house on three sides and that the flood waters would 
also inundate the John Caldwell Tombyard which lay a short distance fron 
the house at a lower level. 

The Corps of Engineers contacted Johnnie Caldwell Files requesting 
information concerning the house's history and informing her that the 
tombyard would be relocated at the Ridge United Methodist Church Cemetery 
a few miles northwest of its original location. Copies of the correspond. 
ence and maps accompany this narrative. 

According to information received from the Engineers and other govern. 
mental agencies the house was being purchased from the present OWBEES, 
Bandon and Catherine Hutchinson, and would be placed on the Register of 
Historic Places and preserved as an example of an early South Carolina 
frontier farmstead. 

The house is located on County Road 93, 
81, 1.8 miles southwest of intersection with County Road 65, 
southwest of intersection of County Road 65 and State Highway 81, 
miles east of the Savannah River, Lowndesville vicinity, Abbeville 
County, South Carolina. 

The Caldwell-Hutchinson Farm features a two-story log dogtrot house 
and log smokehouse dating from the late eighteenth or early nineteenth 
century. Originally a one-story single-pen dwelling, the house was 
gradually expanded into a two-story dogtrot with frame front additions 
and an attached frame kitchen and dining room. The farmstead has not 
been altered significantly since-ca. 1920 and the major structures on 
the site are in excellent condition. 

The original structure consisted of one room with a fireplace and was 
constructed of hewn logs joined by half-dovetail notching. It is likely 
that the first additions were made between 1800 and 1810. A second pen 
was added with a breezeway in between. The roof was raised by three logs 
to create two second-story rooms and an interior stair was added in the

The following is a detailed description of the construction of bite 


house in the book, ALL THAT REMAINS, Appendex A, RUSSELL PAPERS 1983, 
by the Archeological Services Branch, Atlanta, National Park Service: 
"The two-story log dog-trot house with frame additions; 47' (four 
bays and dog-trot) X 60' (five bays). Gable roofs covered with sheet- 
metal, boxed eaves. One-half dovetail log joinery, clapboard siding on 
additions, boxed eaves, 6x6 sash windows, exterior brick chimneys laid 
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on fieldstone foundations, original hardware or hand-forged replace- 
ment hardware in place throughout; foundations of fieldstone granite 
piers. Original plan of of one room on either side of dogtrot; present 
plan two rooms deep on each side of dogtrot, with rear wing; original 
roof raised to its present height by addition of three logs to walls. 
This structure is in good condition with little damage to the fabric 
from deterioration and the preservation of this structure could be eas- 
ily accomplished. . .Composed of massive hewn logs with one-half dove- 
tail joinery. This well preserved farmhouse is an excellent example of 
the construction skill of the early settlers of Abbeville County. This 
is certainly the most impressive log dwelling in the project area, if 
not in the whole of Abbeville County..." 


We, Johnnie Caldwell Files, William W. & Mary Emily Caldwell visit-= 
ed the site of the John Caldwell House in the summer of 1982 and again 
in June of 1984 and found that though the United States Government had 
bought the house and surrounding land no work had begun in the preser- 
vation process. The Hutchinsons, Bandon and Katherine were still living 
there but were planning to build a new home on land reserved for that 
purpose nearby. Bandon Huchinson told us that he had been informed 
that work would begin sometime in 1985 on the restoration project. 

It is hoped that this will be done soon and the house and outbuild- 
ings will be preserved and restored for posterity as a prime example 
of frontier architecture, circa 1780-1800. 

Following are copies of detailed drawings of the house, outbuildings 
and road network surrounding the area taken from ALL THAT REMAINS, etc.

I am working with Mr. H. L. Carlisle of Calhoun Falls, South Carolina in 
an effort to have the Hutchison House near Lowndesville placed on. the 
National Register of Historic Places. The Hutchison House and surrounding 
land will soon be purchased by the U. S. Army Corp of Engineers as part 
of the Richard B. Russel] Dam.

uy grandfather's home burned in the early 1930's So if he had deeds or 
any other records they were all lost. I will state what I have used to 
base my conclusions on. 


James Caldwell (1738-1804) and his family, including his son John 
Caldwell (1761-1816) came to Abbeville District from Mecklenburg County, 
North Carolina in 1772. This is from a Memorial exhibited by James 
Caldwell; Memorial Book, Vol. II, page 510, South Carolina Archives. 


T believe John Caldwell, father of William H. Caldwell (1804-1866/7) 
acquired this land and built the oldest part of the Hutchison House, 

when he married, ca. 1784, Elizabeth Thompson, daughter of Matthew 
Thompson. John Caldwell's will, dated 15 April 1612, proven 27 May 1816. 
Final settlement of his estate occurred after his widow, Elizabeth, died 
in 1839, 


T quote from his will "to my sons John Caldwell and William H. Caldwell 
T leave my plantation on which I live to be equally divided between 
them, allowing John to have the upper half from the ditch leading from 
the hills to the river to be dividing line and from the ditch to the 
mouth of the branch on the river." Final settlement shows them getting 
the land. 


From Bible records of John G. Caldwell (1801-1846) shows him marrying 

16 March 1824 while William H. didn't Marry until 1829 or 30. So we feel 
John G. built his own home leaving William H. to live with their mother 
in the John Caldwell home. 


Since my research was done in the early 1960's my photocopies of John's 
will and estate settlement are too dim for me to copy for you. I am 
writing Mr. Carlisle and sending him some money to see if he will get 
Copies of these for you. 


Do think I should mention that William H. Caldwell was my great grand- 
father. His son, Lemuel Joseph (1847-1918), was my grandfather. He left 
Lowndesville, S.C. with his parents when the land was sold. He settled 

in Mississippi, coming to Parkdale, Ashley County, Arkansas in 1879 where 
my father, John Henry Caldwell was born in 1882, died 1965.

Your office had suggested that the Caldwell Cemetery be relocated 
to the Ridge Church Cemetery located approximately one and one half 
Miles northeast of its present location. 

I have just returned from a trip to Abbeville County and was in- 
formed by Mr. Bandon Hutchinson the present owner of the Caldwell-Hutch- 
inson House that the graves have not been moved. 

We were also informed that the Caldwell-Hutchinson House has been 
purchased by the United States of America and will be placed on the 
National Register of Historic Places, restored and preserved and that a 
park will be constructed at the site. 

Records and tradition indicate that this house was built by John 
Caldwell and his wife Elizabeth Thomson Caldwell in about 1780. His son 
William H. Caldwell lived there with his wife and widowed mother until 
the place was sold at a sheriff's sale in 1866. 

William H. and John Caldwell were my ancestors. John and his 
father James were both Revolutionary War Soldiers who served under Gen. 
Andrew Pickens and Col. Robert Anderson in the American Revolution. 

I have talked to several others who are descendants of John 
Caldwell and we feel that it would be appropriate to relocate the John 
Caldwell Cemetery near the Caldwell-Hutchinson House or in the adjoining 
park. Family members have agreed to provide a suitable marker commemorat- 
ing the service of John Caldwell during the Revolutionary War. 

The Ridge Church is a Methodist Church and the cemetery is not in 
the best of condition. In addition, John Caldwell came from a long line 
of Presbyterians and records show that he was an Elder in the Rocky River 
Presbyterian Church which is located about five miles northeast of his 
cemetery.

From a family history compiled by Mrs. Mary Lou Caldwell Whelchel 
we quote the following; 

"| ..After spending some ten or fifteen years, off and on, plus 
considerable money trying to find out what the H. was for in William H. 
Caldwell, I found his tombstone. I needed to know the middle name because 
there were four William H. Caldwells in Abbeville County, S.C. in the 
early 1800's. Names like Harvey, Henry, Hamilton, Harris, etc, were 
Caldwell names and I couldn't proceed further until I found out the 
middle name. 

The tombstone is located in Talladega County, Alabama near Childers- 
burg or Kymulga and is on property owned in 1964 by the U.S. Government. 
The cemetery is known as Nicholson Cemetery for white and colored, is 
fenced in and would have, I am sure, long since grown up in weeds and 
trees, except through the courtesy of the Alabama Ordnance Works who kept 
it at that time in presentable condition. To get to it, I had to get per- 
mission from the main office of Alabama Ordnance Works. From the gate, my 
car was escorted by two cars, one leading and one following, presumably 
for fear on their part that I might deop a match and blow up the powder 
in storage. In view of what is shown on tombstones today and in some cases 
no tombstones, just markers, I feel it might be of interest to read the 
following inscription on this ancestor's tombstone, which after 114 years 
seems to be in good condition. 

"In memory of Colonel William Harris Caldwell, who was born May 4, 
1774, and departed this life October 29, 1855, 81 years, five months, 

25 days. A Christian, a soldier, a.friend to the oppressed, a heart ever 
ready to comfort and succor the distressed, his pains have ceased, his 
cares are o'er, he has reached the blissful shore.' 

How this ancestor acquired the title of colonel is not known. The 
title was used in South Carolina as well as in Alabama. The only wars 
he could have been in were the Wars of 1812 and/or the Mexican War. No 
record could be found of his having participated ineither of them and it 
is assumed he acquired the title of colonel by being head of the county 
militia in Abbeville County, S.C. He is shown in the 1850 Census of 
Talladega County as being born in S.C. and is listed as Family #82. 
Records support the fact that he was a tax collector in 1816 and 1817. 

He had a land grant in Abbeville County, S.C. in 1822 of 966 acres, on 
Little River and Alexander Creek, wate2rs of Savannah River, adjacent to 
John Ashball, James Wardlaw, James Hines, Ellington's Field, James H.

James Caldwell (C.12.) apparently became a very successful farmer by 
the time of his death in July 1842 as evidenced by the size of his estate. 
At his death he owned 22 slaves, 18 head of cattle, a yoke of oxen, 6 horses, 
14 head of hogs, 17 head of sheep, along with the usual farm emplements. 

His household goods were probably average or above average for the day. 
He owned 18 chairs, 6 of which were "Windsor" chairs valued above the usual 
price for "homemade" chairs, a clock, 4 candlesticks, a looking glass, 
several pieces of walnut furniture, 6 beds and bedsteads, a coffee mill 
and pot, 2 shot guns, a collection of crockery and pots and pans. 

His farming utinsels included numerous plows, harrows and harness. Cotton 
was obviously a staple crop since we see listed cotton cards, cotton gins, 
etc., spinning wheels and equipment for making woolen cloth 

The salt barrels, meat tubs and various jugs, kegs and jars indicate that 
he probably preserved pork and beef by "putting them down" in jars. He had 
a lot of shoe tools for repairing the family's shoes. 

Apparently the female members of his family sometimes rode horseback as 
we see listed a side saddle. 

The "lot of coopers sundries" suggests that he had the capability of 
making his own barrels. The 7 bee stands provided the family with their 
sugar 

James Caldwell raised a variety of grain crops, wheat for bread, rye 
for either bread or possibly the "Irish Rye Whiskey" of his forefathers, 
corn for bread and livestock feed. Using the scythes to cut the grain, they 
shocked it to dry before threshing, winnowed out the dirt and extraneous 
material with the Wheat Fan, crushed the grain and sifted it through the 
Wheat Sieve. 


His farm was no doubt typical of the Up-Country South Carolina farm of 
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period, almost completely self-sufficient. 

Apparently, James Caldwell was fairly well-read since his inventory 
incluses 80 books. For that day and time in the back country of South 
Carolina this was an unusually large library. Some of these books he 
probably bought at the sale of his father's estate (B.2.) and some he 
no doubt purchased himself. ; 

Many changes occured in farming practices in the piedmont region 
of South Carolina from 1750 to 1820. During the early period it con- 
sisted primarily of subsistence farming with little produce grown for 
Sale outside the region. Basic crops for trade and barter during this 
era were tobacco, hemp and flax. 

Following the upheaval caused by the American Revolution, seen 
became the main staple crop of the region reaching an export highpoint 
in 1799, Because of its poor quality, it was soon abandoned around the 
turn of the century for cotton. £ 

The dominance of cotton was delayed by the embargoes or Tie Nar” 
1812 and by the economic dislocations of the Napoleonic Era. However, 
from 1820 until the outbreak of the Civil War, Cotton was King and the 
Slave population of the region increased dramatically.

This letter in reply to yours is long over due...Sorry I cannot 
give you any information on the Caldwell line. It definitely seems, 
from your letters, that there ig a relation between the Kays, Caldwells 
and Moseleys who lived around Lowndesville but I never knew of any 
Caldwells around there, 

I was born and reared in that town - also my husband whose name was 
Richard Henry Moseley. His father was James Bruce Moseley. 

But I cannot recall the name of his Moseley grandfather who lived 
in Lowndesville. He dieq before I was old enough to remember him but 
my husband was old enough to remember him well. He must be buried in 
that Smyrna Cemetery, although tT do not remember ever seeing his grave- 
It would have been in that part of the cemetery that is overgrown. My 
husband's father is buried there in the new part, adjoining the old. 
He was living when we married and for a good time after. The old Moseley 
home in Lowndesville was a landmark - a large Colonial structure but 
was sold and demolished after my husband's death three years ago at the 
age of 85. My father's mother, for whom I am named, is buried in the 
old part of that cemetery beside my grandfather Kay, her second hus- 
band. ghe was Married previously to 3 Mr. Hardy and had two or three 
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by him, but they were grown when she married my grandfather, Benjamin 
D. Kay, a widower. My name is Eliza Caldwell Kay but many in the family 
called me Elizabeth. My father was the only child she had by her Kay 
husband. I'm the only one in a family of six that my father named and 
he stressed that I be called Eliza for his mother. It is possible that 
my grandmother could have been a Miss Caldwell or a Speer- I just do 
not know...

She first married 
a Hardy. I do not Know what his name was. She had three or four child- 
ren by him - I think 2 daughters, Catherine Hardy and I believe the 
other daughter was named Fanny. She died before I was born - never 
married. The boys were John Hardy and I've forgotten name of the other. 
He was killed in the Civil War in the battle of Atlanta so I never 
knew him. Don't know if he married or not...We called Catherine, Aunt 
Kate, who married a Sadler - Uncle John and Aunt Kate were my father's 
half brother and sister. After my grandmother Hardy husband died she 
married Ben D. Kay. Had only one child by Ben D. Kay who was my Father 
and his name was Benjamin C. Kay. Tie C. was evidently for Caldwell. 

--I knew and loved Aunt Kate and Uncle John. My grandmother Eliza 
Caldwell (Speer, Hardy, Kay) is buried in the Smyrna Cemetery at 
Lowndesville - the old part of it beside her husband Ben D. Kay.

William Harris Caldwell was born in Abbeville District, South 
Carolina and died in Carroll Parish, Louisiana. 

He married Elizabeth Moseley, the daug’iter of Henry Moseley and 
Jane McKinley. 

The 1830 census of Abbeville District, Volume 1--71, lists William 
H. Caldwell, one male 20-30, one female 2( -30 and one female 60-70, who 
is believed to be his widowed mother Elizabeth Thompson Caldwell, widow 
of John Caldwell (B.2.). This leads us to believe that he was living in 
the house on the old home place built by his father between 1780 and 
1800 on land left to him by his father in his will (dated 1812, probated 
1816) 

William Harris Caldwell was reared in the Presbyterian Church and 
probably attended Rocky River Church where his father and grandfather 
had served as elders for many years. However, after his marriage to 
Elizabeth Moseley, he became a Methodist. Family lore is that she was 
a Methodist and "wore the pants in the family" and thus converted him 
to Methodism. 

The 1850 Census of Abbeville District lists William H. Caldwell, 
#1085: William H. Caldwell, age 46, farmer, b. §.C., Elizabeth Caldwell, 
age 39, b. S.C., John H. Caldwell, age 19, b. S.C., George W. Caldwell, 
age 17, b. S.C., Mary J. Caldwell, age 15, b. S.C., Americus Caldwell, 
age 13, b. S.C., Serena Caldwell, age 12, b. S.C., Epaminades Caldwell, 
age 9, b. S.C., Elizabeth A. Caldwell, age 8, b. S.C., Eugenia Caldwell, 
age 6, b. S.c., Edward A. Caldwell, age 4, b. S.C., Lemuel Caldwell, age 
3, b. S.C. and Oren Caldwell, age l, b. S.C. 

His son Lemuel Caldwell said many years later that his father had 
signed notes for his older brothers, John Henry and George W., to buy 
land in Carroll Parish, Louisiana prior to the Civil War and that as a 
result of their default on the notes, he lost the plantation in South 
Carolina. 

It is possible that the brothers bought the land with expectations 
of making their fortunes raising cotton for the European market and 
that the advent of the War and Union embargoes resulted in the collapse 
of the cotton market and their eventual failure.

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EULOGY OF MATTHEW HARVEY WILSON, The Abbeville Press and 
r, (no date given). 


The funeral services of Matthew Harvey Wilson (C.38), who died in 
Mexico, took place in Upper Long Cane Church on the 22 ult., and was 
attended by a large concourse of people, who came up with sad hearts 
to pay the last tribute of respect to departed worth. The procession 
was formed in the village about 10 O'clock, consisting of Abbeville 
Light Infantry, of which the deceased was a member, and the Brethen 
of Hiram and Clinton Lodges. Next, followed the citizens, generally 
in carriages or on horseback. In this order they moved to the church, 
where, after a suitable prayer by Rev. D. M. Turner, Lieut. James M._ 
Perrin pronounced a chaste and beautiful eulogy upon the life and 
character of the deceased. Lieut. Perrin was his intimate friend in 
Mexico and watched over him in his sickness and administered to his 
wants and finally saw him breathe his last in the land of strangers. 
The address was full of feeling and every way worthy of him for whom 
1t was pronounced. 

"In order", Lieut. Perrin said, "to show something of the character 
of the son, it is necessary to look back to the parents and we would 
find in the deceased a verification of the proverb, ‘train up a child 
in the way it should go and he will not depart from it'. Matthew 
Wilson, I, his father, was a Covenator or Presbyterian. At the age of 
Six years he immigrated to this ccuntry with his father who settled on : 
a farm on Upper Long Cane Creek in the Abbeville District and died abou 
the commencement of the Revolutionary War. At his death, he left two 
Sons, James and Matthew, the father of the deceased, James being grown, 
took and active part in the Revolutionary War. He belonged to that ‘ 
independent and patriotic band of Partisans who in the darkest hour © 
South Carolina gloom, never desponded. Chased and hunted by the Tories 
who laid waste our country, and bathed it in blood, he and his comp- 
anions were compelled to make their homes in the forests returning to 
Visit their families only by stealth. They, however, permitted no £ 
Spportunities to pass without retaliating on the foe and when he leas ' 
expected it, dashed like a thunderbolt upon him, It was in an encounte 
like this that James Wilson and his comrades were overpowered ee 
shamefully put to death. Matthew Wilson at that. time was only fifteen 
years of age, too young to bear arms in his country's cause but not too 
young to serve her. For a long time, he was bearer of dispatches from 
One Whig post to another, a position of great difficulty and danger. ; 
After the War he returned home to his mother, she having married Rober 
Bell. Soon after he married Elizabeth Caldwell (B.5.), daughter of 
James Caldwell (A.1.), also an immigrant from Protestant Ireland. 

They settled on Calhoun's Creek, among the first settlers of that 
Portion of our district. He was a member of Upper Long Cane Preabytersen 
Church and one of its strong pillars. He was ruling elder under the — 
Rev. Robert Wilson and during the pastorate of the lamented Dr. William 
Hampden Barr. He had a family of twelve children all of whom lived to 
be grown. He died in the year 1834 in the 67th year of his age. 

Matthew Harvey, the youngest of the family, was born on the 7th 
day of april 1812. He received a good English and classical education 
from his cousin, Robert McMurty. Then he returned to his father to 
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assist him in the management of his farm. After the death of his father 
he still remained with his mother, his brothers and sisters all having 
settled and many of them having families. After 1842, his mother resol- 
ved to break up housekeeping and live with her daughter, Mrs. Samuel 
Reid. The deceased then moved to Mississippi and followed the occupation 
of farming until 1845 when he returned to this district and commenced 
the study of law with his brother, John Harris Wilson (C.33.). He was 
shortly afterward admitted to the bar. When the state was called on for 
volunteers for the Mexican War, he was amongthe first to enroll his 
name. He was attached to the Abbeville Volunteers and served as Sergeant 
until the army reached Pueblo, wher? his health failed him and he was 
honorably discharged, July 26, 1847. Unable to return home in consequence 
of communications being shut off, he followed the army and died in the 
City of Mexico on the 13th day of December 1847 of chronic dysentery." 


At the close of the eulogy, the procession was formed and moved to 
the place of interment, where he was buried with Masonic and Military 


honors. It was said that 3000 persons were present.

According to the 1850 census of Coweta County, Georgia, 19 Division, 
page 306, Family # 321, 17 August 1850, Janes D. Caldwell Chambers was 
born in 1811 in South Carolina. We know that she was born in 1811 by 
the fact that she is listed in the 1850 census as being 39 years of age. 
The middle initial "D" in her name could have stood for "Davis" her 
mother's maiden name. As was customary with the Scots-Irish Caldwells, 
one of the daughters and possibly one of the sons of a marriage were 
named after their mothers family. 

Her husband, George A. Chambers, is listed in the census as being 
a teacher and owning real estate valued at $300.00. He is listed as 
having been born in Georgia. Their first five children are listed as 
having been born in South Carolina, while the sixth is listed as being 
born in Alabama. The last four were, according to the census, born in 
Georgia. 

Their second child, a son named William H. Chambers was no doubt 
named after Jane's father, (B.8.). The last child, Robert D. possibly 
bore the middle name of Davis. A daughter, Elvira (D.48) was probably 
named after Jane's sister Alvirah Caldwell (C.48).

William Drayton Caldwell was born in Abbeville District, South Carolina, 
the son of John G. and Elizabeth Ellington Caldwell. His father C.16. was 
killed in an accident when he, William Drayton, was fourteen years old and 
shortly thereafter hie wid6wed mother ovad ta Talladega County, Alabama to 
be near her mother Bedy Jones Ellington Caldwell, the wife of Colonel 
William Harris Caldwell (B.8.) who was his great-uncle, brother of his 
grandfather, John Caldwell (B.2.). 

On 1 November 1858 he married, in Magnolia, Arkansas, Miss Ann Eliz- 
abeth Starnes, born 16 October 1838, the daughter of J. B. and Elizabeth 
Starnes. She died on the 13th of April 1877. After their marriage, William 
Drayton and Elizabeth Caldwell returned to Alabama where they lived until 
their deaths. 

: Mrs. Lucille Caldwell Brown, their granddaughter, related an interest- 
ing incident that ocurred on their journey from Arkansas to Alabama. It 
seems that as they were crossing a river in their buggy, he failed to take 
the horses from the traces. The horse backed off the ferry and into the 
river. Her grandmother and the horse, buggy and all their possessions 
were rescued but they had to stay with the ferryman for several days until 
they could wash and clean their clothes and other possessions. 

Mrs. Brown also wrote, in 1965, to Johnnie Caldwell Files...In 1857, 
she (Ann Elizabeth Starnes) moved to Arkansas with her father and Moher, 
but returned to Alabama when she and William Drayton Caldwell were married 
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in 1858. In 1941 the government bought the land and built a powder plant. 
It included the farm my great grandmother once owned. My uncle Edwin (E.4) 
owned it at that time (1941) , it was heart-breaking for them to have to 

sell it. 

He had lived there all his life but one year. He leased it to a man 
and moved away. He wasn't satisfied, he moved in a tenant house on the farm 
and lived there two years until the lease was up. Five generations lived 
in that house. 

You know the powder plant clears up far and near. They burnt the 
house (of course all others too). They said it was so rich. It was made 
of rich hued logs. Uncle Edwin sealed (it) inside and weatherboarded it 
outside since I remember. :

OBITUARY AND EULOGY OF WILLIAM DRAYTON CALDWELL: 


The subject of this sketch, W. D. Caldwell, was born in piri. 
South Carolina, October 10, 1832. When he was about 15 years ol is 
mother came to Alabama and settled in Talladega County near Kymulga. 
Here the mother of Drayton lived till called to go hence to return no 
more. November 1, 1858, Drayton Caldwell and Miss Elizabeth Starnes 
were united in marriage in the town of Magnolia, Arkansas. This proved 
a happy marriage, and he and his wife lived happily together till April 
13, 1877, when death took her from the home and family. The sad father 
was left with four young sons in his care, the youngest being only two or 
three years old. Drayton never married again, but he manfully strove 
to fill the place of both father and mother to his little boys. How well 
he succeded in bringing them up to manhood is seen in the every day life 
of Johnie, William, Edwin and Franklin. He lived to see his sons married 
and on the léth of March 1900 he bade them a final farewell. : 

We buried him Saturday afternoon, March 17, 1900 by the side of his 
wife in the old Kymulga church burial grounds. It is a sad thought that 


we shall see him no more, nor ever again hear his mellow and pleasant 
voice. 


Few men have I ever known who possessed so many noble traits of 


character, or who had so few faults. He was truly a noble man. In a long 
acquaintance with him I have often felt impressed with the purity of his 
character. He was almost absolutely free of the fault of speaking evil 
or unkindly of others, but delighted in speaking well of those out of 
Sight. 

He came as near doing "unto others" as he "would that they should 
do unto him" as anyone I ever knew. 

He never made an open profession of religion, yet he had a very high 
reverence for his God--a veneration for all that is holy, and such a 
deep sense of Obligation and gratitude to God, that he lived a much more 
religious life than many who claim to be Christians. Though he made no 
Profession of religion who can say how he stood in the eye of Him who 
readeth the hearts of all men? I verily believe that his high ideas of 


what a church member should be is the reason why he never joined any 
church.

B. pr. acre easily. Beavers on his old sand land will make it & on fresh 
75 & cotton is just good enough for any use. Ike and I will not average 
over 25 to 30 Bu. corn on our bottom land as we could not get it toa 
stand. It was drowned out 3 times in hog wallows, & had to plant over 
3rd. time, then did not get over * stand on our rented land in Post Oak. 
We will gather from 30 to 35 Bu. pr. acre. Beavers, Ike and I will make 
plenty to furnish all of our relatives and friends who may migrate here 
and I think the price of corn will open at about 25¢ pr. bu. And will be 
a tight go at that. When I tell you the amount of work applied to our 
corn in bottom you will hardly believe it but it is so, the sand was not 
broke, we laid it off, dropped corn and run two furrows on it then broke 
out most of middles or rather scratched it, some middles have never been 
touched but with this it was laid by with plow, it was thinned and chop- 
ped one time with hoe and laid by, it will turn us out 25 to 30 pr. acre.

Lemuel Joseph Caldwell was born on the plantation near Lowndesville 
Abbeville District, South Carolina which a acacia and carveg out of fhe 
wilderness bordering Indian lands around 1771 by his grandfather, James 
Caldwell. He was born in the old log house built by either James cajqwell 
or his son John around 1780-1790. A description of this structure is found 
earlier in this book. ; 

Cotton was "King" at the time of his birth and the red soil of the 
Piedmont area was cleared and planted extensively in the major cash crop 
of the era. Land that is now covered with pine forests and owneq by major 
paper mills was for the most part cleared to provide a living for the many 
large families of the region. . 

The plantations of the time were relatively aml. when compared to 
the huge tidewater baronies but they were self-sufficient units where most 
of the necessities of 1ife were produced on the plantation. Wheat and corn 
were raised for bread and feed for the livestock; hogs, sheep, cattle, 
horses and mules, In addition to the built-in labor force created by the 
large families oF the day, most owned a few Negro slaves. The numbers of 
Staves held by the piedmont planters rarely approached the hundreds to be 
found on the large tidewater plantations near Charleston and Georgetown. 

He learned early the meaning of work and the value of a dollar. The 
inherent frugality of his Scots-Irish heritage was evident in his behavior 
until his death, 

His family was Methodist. His father had been raised a member of the 
Rocky River Presbyterian Church where his father and grandfather had been 
Elders. His mother, Elizabeth Moseley, a red-head, was said to have worn 
the "pants" in the family and had thus converted the longtime Presbyterians 
to the Methodist Church. 

Toward the end of the Civil War he answered the call to defend his 
native soil from the invading hordes of Sherman's Yankee army. He and four 
of his brothers took up arms to defend their beloved South. This fierce 
determination to do battle with the agressor was no doubt rooted in their 
descent from Stock which had through the ages opposed tyrants on both sides 
of the Atlantic. this independent nature was found in his ancestors who 
as Scots fought the English, went to Ireland with Cromwell to subdue the 
Irish and eventually ebaeeed the seas to carve out homes in the wilderness 
of North America, They fought the French, the Indians and again the English 
in America's successful bid for independence. Not being large landowners 
nor possessed of great numbers of slaves they undoubtedly saw the War 
Between the States as a sequel to the War of Independence resulting from 
the increasing domination of the South by the highly industrialized North. 

Shortly after his enlistment in the Confederate forces in Company B, 
4th Battalion South Carolina Reserves on October 10, 1864, at Abbeville, 
he was captured by Federal forces at Hartwell, Georgia on 19 May, 1865 
and paroled. : 

The war had played havoc with the economy of the South and he 
returned home to find economic chaos which eventually resulted in the 
joss of the Plantation he so dearly loved. As noted earlier, his father 
had pledged his property as security for promissory notes executed by his 
sons John Henry and George w. caldwell to buy land in Louisiana.

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Finally, in 1865 or 1866 the axe fell and William Harris Caldwell 
lost the land. It was sold at a Sheriff's sale and the family was forced 
off the land settled by James Caldwell almost a century previously. 

They migrated westward to Mississippi and Louisiana. Sometime around 
1866/67 William Harris and Elizabeth Moseley Caldwell died in Carroll 
Parish, Louisiana somewhere in the vicinity of Delhi where they are buried 
in unmarked graves. 

Lem probably worked as a farm laborer for the next few years, saving 
as much of his earnings as possible with plans to one day purchase land of 
his own. 

On February 26, 1873 he married Frances Jeannette French the fifteen 
year old daughter of John Henry and Ellen Parker French in Yazoo County, 
Mississippi. Her father had been either wounded or taken sick and had died 
in the Confederate Army Hospital in Meridian during the Civil War and her 
widowed mother and she had survived the horrors of the siege of Vicksburg, 
living in caves to avoid death from the Federal bombardment, subsisting on 
a starvation diet. Her mother was probably relieved when she found a 
Promising young man to take on the responsibility of providing for and 
protecting her young daughter. . 

Sometime after their marriage the couple moved to the southern section 
of Louisiana in the vicinity of Morgan City. Their first two children, 
Adelia Ellen and Ida were born in Louisiana. One or two of Lemuel's 
older brothers is reputed to have lived in the area of Morgan City. 

Prior to 1879 they came to Ashley County, Arkansas where he purchased 
eighty acres of sandy loam farm land east of the town of Poptar Bluff froma 
Jewish merchant by the name of Isaac Cohen. The name was changed to Parkdale 
after the coming of the railroad. During the long trek by wagon from 
Louisiana the family brought a milk cow tied to the wagon and hid their 
Money in the bottom of the flour barrel or churn. 

Their first child born in Ashley County was Florence Mae, followed by 
John Henry, Effie, Edward Andrew, Lemuel Joseph, Jr., Oliver Lewis and sae 
Daisy. We know that John Henry was born on the original eighty acres tha 
his father bought and for many years a huge oak tree marked the spot long 
after the house had vanished. 

Years passed, children were born and Lemuel Caldwell worked hard at ad 
making a living raising cotton, corn and other marketable produce. He nave 
what money he could and periodically purchased additional acreage. He Pur 
chased 160 acres from John H. Hoy and his wife in 1894, 120 acres from 
J. H. and J. S. O'Neal and H. E. Williams in section 22, in 1909 he bought 
160 acres from W. L. and Turner Butler, also in section 22 for $3900.00. 
At his death in 1918 he owned a little over 1100 acres of good Mississ’? 
Delta land. Clearing land was hard work before the days of bulldozers anc 
Chain saws. It was backbreaking labor utilizing axes, crosscut saws and 
grubing hoes. For that reason, only the best and most promising land was 
cleared leaving the low, poorly drained land for use as pasture for hogs 
and cattle. The stumps of large trees were removed by dynamiting. 

During the latter part of the nineteenth and early part of the twen 
centuries most Arkansas farms were relatively self-sufficient; raising 
much of what was consumed right on the spot. Corn was produced for feed 
for the livestock and was also a main staple for making corn meal the 
primary source of bread. Sorghum and ribbon cane were planted both for 
livestock feed and the making of molasses at mills powered by mules. Every 
industrious farmer had an extensive garden plot. ’ 

After the weather cooled in the fall the slaughter of hogs and yearlings 
commenced.

i The mystery persists concerning the 

: group of young women with her. Was it 
a church group, school group or what? 
She was probably fourteen or fifthteen 
at the time since she married just a 
few months prior to her 15th birthday. 
Her mother was a widow of a Confederate 
soldier who died in the Confederate 
Army and was no doubt relieved that her 
young daughter had found a good man to 
marry her and take care of her. She and 
Lemuel J. Caldwell were married for over 
forty five years at his death in 1918. 
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"Hog-killin' time" was a big event and took on an almost festive air. 
Wash pots were filled with water which was brought to a boil prior to the 
killing of the hogs. The hot water was used to remove the hair from the 
carcass by scraping with a knife, leaving the pigskin snowy white. After 
the hog had been eviserated it was cut into primal cuts, hams, shoulders, 
bacon bellies and sausage meat. The hams, shoulders and bellies were then 
salted and hung in the smokehouse for curing, a process that took many 
weeks to complete. The hog head was trimmed thoroughly of every ounce of 
edible meat and combined with the ears, snout and tongue for cooking and 
processing into “hoghead souse". The natural gelatinous material of the 
ears and snout cooled and held the tasty product together. Sage and other 

seasonings were used to make souse or headcheese a delicacy. 
left over from trimming the primal cuts was then placed in a large 
cooked until the the liquified oils separated from the fiber. The ~ 
vas the "Crisco" used as shortening. A by-product of rendering 
s the delicious and rich "cracklins" which were used to make the 
d favorite "cracklin' bread" (cornbread) . 

Little was wasted except the "squeal" and one of the choicest parts 
was the "chittlins", the large intestines. Southerners are for the most 
part ambivalent when it comes to "chittlins", either waxing eloquent in 
describing the culinary delights of eating them or condemning them for being 
malodorous and disgusting. 

Whatever meat was left was then put through a hand-cranked sausage 
grinder for conversion into "pure pork" sausage, expertly seasoned with 
all manner of aromatic and tasty spices; sage, red pepper, salt and black 
pepper, Often this concoction would be stuffed into the small intestine 
and tied off into links which were then placed in the smokehouse for curing. 

Occasionally a fat yearling was killed. Meat that was not consumed 
immediately after was often cut into manageable portions, placed in earth- 
enware crocks and salted-down. This process resulted in pickled beef 
which would remain edible for a considerable length of time. 

Lem Caldwell believed that idle hands were "the devil's workshop" and 
required his offspring to work in the fields regularly. When the crops 
were gathered or it rained he could always find something constructive for 
them to do, shelling corn in the crib, mending harness or other equipment. 

He was well known for his thrift which was in keeping with his almost 
pure Scottish ancestry. The only apparent dilution of this heritage was 
from his mother, Elizabeth Moseley, who was of English descent and even 
here we find the infusion of Scottish blood from her mother, Jane McKinley. 
When one of his children asked him for a penny her would reply "I'11 give 
you the first one I find in a pig's track". During harvest time he could 
often be seen driving a wagonload of cotton to Parkdale to be ginned, 
stopping along the way to pick loose cotton from the tree limbs overhanging 
the dusty road. There is no way to estimate how much extra cotton he 
gleaned this way. 

Another example of his thrift ocurred in the early 1900's when he 

loaned his son John Henry money to go into the mercantile business in 
Parkdale and built a brick store building which he leased to his son. 
A year or so afterward he casually asked John Henry how his business was 
faring and when the reply was "good", he announced that he would have to 
raise the rent. John Henry quickly spoke up and informed his father that 
that would not be possible. "Why not?" Lem asked. Reaching into the safe 
behind him, his son replied, "because of this, the lease you signed". No- 
thing more was said about raising the rent.

Hundreds of relatives and 
family friends gathered for an oldfashioned barbecue of beef, 
pork, chicken and goat. 

As a youngster of nine or ten years of age I was especially 
intrigued with the process employed in preparing the various 
kinds of meats served. There were several negro men living on 
the Caldwell farm at the time who were experts in the art of 
pit barbecuing and they spent the entire night prior to the 
gathering sitting around a pit dug in the ground turning and 
basting the succulent fare with their "secret" sauces. Most of 
the time they were, Uncle John Veasey, Uncle Jeff Akins, Cam 
Carver and Will Skinner. I strove mightily to remain awake as 
they spun their yarns and drank their black coffee but never 
made it through the entire night. Uncle Jeff and Uncle John 
were special to all of the family, having been on the farm for 
many, many years. Uncle Jeff was there when John Henry Caldwell 
E.24 was born in 1882 working as a cook for the family. He and 
his wife Aunt Ella remained on the place until the 1950's when 
he moved to Little Rock to live with his son. For many years 
he worked as a clerk in the Caldwell Mercantile Store.

Christians saw much in him to emulate, 
especially in the heroic manner in which he met the obligations of life as 
aman and a Christian. The World was obliged to say that he was an 
"Israelite in whom is no guile". His faith was in God and no hinderance nor 
disappointment caused him to shirk or murmur. 

His many friends say that no truer nor more heroic soldier ever faced 
an enemy! "on time" seemed to be his motto. Well do I remember the disapp- 
ointed look, when, on account of a clock gone wrong, he was late to church. 
Exposure on the battlefield, fighting for his country, and in standing to 
his post as a public servant since the war closed, brought him at the close 
of his life. But the wife and children know that in the home of the good 
their loved one awaits their coming. May God's richest Blessings be upon 
them all." J. T. Eakes.

THOMAS ROGERS CALDWELL, of Amory, was born April 4, 1837, 
Georgia, the son of William Harris Caldwell and his wife, Jane 
Caldwell. Paternal ancestors came from Ireland; maternal from 
both lines settled Abbeville District, S. C. Mr. Caldwell's grandfather, 
William Caldwell, fought in the Revolutionary War, his father was Colonel 
of South Carolina militia for fifteen years. Mr. Caldwell attended the 
common schools of Carrollton, Ga., in his youth later he read law fora 
time in an office in Aberdeen, Miss., but did not practice the profession, 

He entered the Confederate Army as a private in Company A, Sixteenth 
Alabama Regiment, later was transferred to the Twenty-sixth Alabama, with 
the rank of First Lieutenant. He was with Bragg at Perryville, with 
Jackson at Chancellorsville, with Hood at Franklin and with Johnston on 
the retreat through Georgia. He was wounded six times during his four 
years of service, After the war he organized a patrol company which did 
good service in keeping order in Monroe County during reconstruction times. 

Mr. Caldwell's occupation has always been that of farming. He was 
Justice of the Peace in 1876-77, Supervisor in 1878-79, and Representative 
in the Legislature in 1892-93, and was elected to the House of Represent- 
atives Novmeber 5, 1907. He is a Democrat, was on the County Executive 
Committee in 1868-69; is a Methodist, and member of the Masonic Order. 

He was married near Smithville, February 25, 1872, to Mary Jane 
Johnson, daughter of Israel Pickens Johnson and Julia Caroline (Thompson) 
Johnson, of Abbeville, S. C., whose family was of Irish descent.

From the Mary Lou Caldwell Whelchel Caldwell Manuscript: 


"For this ancestor, born two miles east of Douglasville near 
Atlanta, Texas, I begin by quoting from a newspaper memorial dated 
January 16, 1936 - 'Mr. Caldwell had lived a useful life, at one time 
being a leading merchant in Talladega County. His children have lost 
an indulgent father, his wife a noble husband, his friends, one who 
never denied them a favor. As one of those children, I'd like to say 
I believe few fathers were put on a pedestal and worshipped by his 
children as he was. Seven children, 18 months to 2 years apart, are a 
lot of children, but he managed to keep us all happy. My recollections 
include many fights among the children to see who had the privilege of 
taking him a drink of water, half the time ending up with him having to 
police the fights. He would go to town about 20 miles away and if he 
brought home one pair of shoes or one coat, he would bring seven; a 
remarkable part is nine times out of ten they would all fit. He never 
went to town for groceries, business, etc. without always bringing some- 
thing for the youngsters. 

I believe he was paid many times over for being an indulgent 
father in the remarks of his many friends in later life - they would 
say on more than one occasion - I'd give anything if my children 
thought as much of me as yours do of you. I'll always be thankful that 
when he had to correct us, after we were teen-agers, he never did it in 
front of other people, he would wait until we got home. TI also recall 
very vividly telling him I was thinking about getting married and asking 
him what he thought about it - his reply was - ask my advice about any- 
thing else and I'll give it to you, but you and you alone will have to 
make the decision as to who you are going to marry.' 


In possession of one of his daughters, Louisa (Caldwell) Pope, 
is a scholarship medal. On one side it reads: 'First prize, 1879, 
Planters Institute." On the other side - 'Excellence in Scholarship' 
with the name G. H. Miller shown on it. 


This Benjamin Franklin Caldwell was deprived of the love and 
care of a father for as noted, he was killed in the Confederate Army 
before he could remember him. Soon after the death of his father, his 
mother brought the three boys back to Alabama to help take care of her 
father, William Alexander Morriss, who had lost his wife. When she got 
to Alabama with the boys, it seems her father could not stand the noise 
of so many boys so Louisa (Morriss) Caldwell's sister in Kentucky came 
and got the oldest boy, William Sandy Caldwell. 


During Ben's lifetime he was a farmer, blacksmith, merchant, 
ginner and jack of all trades. He has often told how he farmed all 
week, worked 12 hours in a blacksmith shop on Saturday to make $15 or 
$20 and then went to a box supper and had to pay it all to get to eat 
with his girl because the others pooled their resources and kept the

bidding going. If the snow was deep enough he would go courtin' in 
a sled made by taking the wheels off the buggy and hitching the horses 


Hie had a natural born instinct for keeping machinery running 
economically and effectively. His time was given to his own business 
during the week, but during ginning season, Continental Gin Company 
(125 year old ginning company in Alabama) Kept him busy on Sundays 
with their cry for help at one of their many gins. They paid him 
$25.00 a day which early in the 1900's was a LOT of money. He said 
on several occasions when he was able to clear the trouble in thirty 
minutes or so, his conscience hurt him for taking their money. 


On March 5, 1900 "Ben" was married to Willie Hunter Cook at 
Plantersville Methodist Church, near Alpine, Alabama. Details are 
given in the Cook Family History.

MRS. JOHN CALDWELL SUFFERS FALL IN WELL 
Condition Is Described Monday As Satisfactory at Hospital 


Mrs. John Caldwell, 65, of Grasmere, was in Citizen's hospital 
Monday with severe injuries to her back following an almost miraculous 
escape from death when she fell into a 40-foot well early Sunday at the 
home of her son, William Caldwell, near Barclay's. 

Mrs. Caldwell went to the well with her grandson to draw water 
early Sunday morning and fell when the well sill gave way under her. 
The well contained about four feet of water. 

The grandson called to Mr. Will Caldwell and several other men 
who lowered ropes to Mrs. Caldwell and pulled her out of the well. She 
braced herself against the side of the well while she tied the ropes 
around her body and held on so the men could pull her up. 

The extent of her injuries had not been determined Monday morning 


although her condition was described by attending physicians as "satis- 
factory". 


(Leta Mae Knight Camp, her granddaughter, writes, "I don't know 
when Grandma Caldwell fell in the well but I sure remember it. The 
attached article said she was 65 so it would have been after November 
1929. It seems that this happened during warm weather so it could have 
been around summer of 1930 - anyway before her birthday in November 1930. 

Grandma was a sturdy lady. It seems she was the calmest one of 
all when they were trying to devise ways of getting her out. She put the 
boards of the sills that gave way under her feet which were floating on 
the water under her arms to keep her afloat.)

The many friends and relatives of Mrs. Cornelia Billingsley 
Caldwell are sad and miss her so much. Her death occured early 
Sunday morning, Nov. 10, 1940. 

She was the wife of the late J. E. Caldwell a well known 
farmer near Grasmere who lived in that vicinity for 70 years and who 
went to reap his heavenly reward Nov. 20, 1933.

John Robert Bell was born on 20 March 1868 in Alabama and died 
on 2 March 1947, He is buried in the Parkdale Cemetery. He was the 
son of Reverend E. R. Bell and Ann Eliza Allinder and was a Baptist. 
Mr, Bell was a farmer, merchant and bulk oil plant operator. He 
and his brother-in-law, John Henry Caldwell (E.24) were partners 
in the mercantile business at various times. Existing photographs 
Show that he was a heavy-set man of imposing visage - I remember 
him vaguely for his deep, resonant voice which seemed to come out 
of the depths of his soul when he addressed you. I also recall the 
Stories of his tenacity when trying to collect debts owed him in 
the oil business and how like a Pit Bull dog with a bone he rarely 
gave up. To a man who was far late in paying him he is said to have 
Stated emphatically, "Hmmmmn, by god, you owe me, hmmmm, by god pay 
me!" or words equally as dramatic and presumably effective. 

Adelia and John Robert had a penchant for moving...living in 
many places during their lifetimes. I seem to recall that they 
at one time lived in Monroe, Louisiana and in Drumwright, Oklahoma 
when he and John Henry Caldwell owned a store there. My grand- 
mother, Sadye Caldwell (Mrs. John Henry Caldwell) often remarked 
about the Many times Aunt Adelia and Uncle John Robert moved, saying 
every move was like having a "fire". . 

Early in their married life, around 1904 onward, they lived 
Next door to John Henry and Sadye Caldwell in Parkdale on a large 
lot on the Pike (the road to Portland and points north). I do not 
know when they left there nor if Aunt Adelia died there. Sadye 
Caldwell has told me about the time that Mr. Bell came home after 
dark one day and found the house dark with no lamps lit... 
alarmed, he called to Aunt Adelia and upon entering discovered her 
Sitting in the darkened house, her eyes swollen completely shut as 
@ result of multiple wasp stings. It is a miracle that she did not 
die. . . being obviously so allergic to the venom. 

Existing pictures of Aunt Adelia show her as a buxom woman, 
Pretty with a pleasant, peaceful expression on her face. She and 
Aunt Ida Caldwell (E.22) were both large women. ; 

It is equally amazing that Adelia lived to the age of fifty- 
seven after the relatively hard life she lived. . .bearing ten 
children and seeing five of them die as infants. - .without the many 
Conveniences housewives of today take for granted : 

Aunt Adelia probably inherited some her father's thriftiness 
and we know that Uncle John Robert was careful with a dime, a trait 
which was passed on to, I know, their children, Donnie and "Jack". 

My grandfather, John Henry Caldwell, has told me how he and 
Mr. Bell sold apple cider (Hard) in their store in the early days and 
how he had convinced John Robert that they should discontinue the 
Product when it was discovered that Mr. Bell had a fondness for the 
beverage which was “eating up their profit". Mr. Bell agreed without 
any reservations or argument.

Florence May Caldwell was the first child of her parents born 
on the Caldwell plantation two miles east of Parkdale, Ashley County, 
Arkansas. She attended Beauvoir Academy at Wilmar, Arkansas and 
Henderson-Brown College at Arkadelphia, Arkansas. 

Her husband, Andrew Cornelius Blanks was born in Mississippi. 
They lived in Parkdale for a time after their marriage before moving 
to Dermott, Chicot County, Arkansas where he was in the mercantile 
business.

John Henry Caldwell was born his father's farm two miles east of 
the town of Parkdale, Ashley County, Arkansas. 

He grew up on the farm working in the fields alongside his brothers 
and sisters and for the remainder of his life valued the "work ethic" 
as a way to get ahead in life. 

He attended Beauvoir Academy at Wilmar, Drew County, Arkansas in 
the late 1890's and Draughon's Business School in Little Rock. It was 
while attending Beauvoir that he met his future wife of sixty-four 
years, Sadye (Sarah) Paul, the daughter of John Isaac and Ozilla Basye 
Paul, of Little Rock. He courted her avidly for several years and on 
Many occasions she rebuffed his proposals of marriage. Many times she 
told the author how in January 1904 he came to Little Rock and again

ANDREW CORNELIUS BLANKS AND

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asked her to marry him, vowing that this would be his final request and 
if she refused him she would never see him again. Laughing, she recalled 
that she believed he meant it...so she accepted. In those days the only 
practical mode of transportation from Little Rock to Parkdale was by 
train...she said that when she got off she was struck by the smallness 

of Parkdale and its shortcomings compared to Little Rock and would have 
gotten on the next train to Little Rock if one had come through right 
then. 

John Henry and Sadye roomed and boarded with a family in Parkdale 
while their house was being built. The house was completed before the 
end of 1904. 

He worked in a mercantile business operated by Jackson and Gregory 
for several years and finally opened his own general merchandise store 
around 1908 in a brick building built by his father, Lemuel Joseph 
Caldwell. At some time during this era he was in partnership with his 
brother-in-law, John Robert Bell. In the twenties they opened a second 
store in Drumwright, Oklahoma and I think Mr. Bell and Lemuel Joseph 
Caldwell, Jr. ran it until it was bought by L. J., Jr. 

John Caldwell often remarked that he would trade or sell anything 
he owned except his wife and his home. He lived up to this saying and 
was quite a trader, dealing in livestock, general merchandise, land, 
timber and anything else that was saleable. Asa young boy, I recall 
the chicken pen beside the store where we kept chickens bought from 
local farmers for sale to town folks or shipment on the train to dealers 
in New Orleans. Caldwell Company also dealt in furs, raccoons, mink 
and possum bought from trappers in the area. Maurice Caldwell, his son, 
and John Oliver Holliday were the primary fur buyers who had learned the 
difficult art of grading the pelts and dickering with the traveling 
buyers from outside the area. 

The general store lived up to the name, literally, selling every 
imaginable item of use to local farmers, clothing, shoes, hardware, 
horse and mule collars, cultivators, plow points, Georgia Stocks, hoes, 
vides apd all Manner of patent medicines..-nostrums for every ill known 
to afflict mankind or beast, coffins, rough hewn oak lumber for repair- 
ing the tenant houses and barns on the farms. 

For many years he took trips into Oklahoma and Texas with E. A- 
Doles of Bonita, Lousiana, on mule buying excursions bringing back 
hundreds of young mules for use on his farm and gale be others. 

Often, he bought rail car loads of corn and wheat from the corn 
and wheat belt for sale and his own use and huge loads of cedar posts 
from Texas for the fencing of his fields and for sale. 

Prior to the Great Depression he engaged in the timber business 
and owned sawmills cutting the oak timber into rough lumber. 

During the twenties he bought a 3,000 acre farm, the Dean Place, 
located across bayou Bartholomew between Parkdale and the hills, fin- 
ancing the purchase with a loan from the General American Insurance 
Company of Saint Louis, Missouri. When the depression hit in the early 
thirties and the price of cotton fell to five cents a pound he was not 
able to make his payments on the mortgage and lost the entire 3,000 
acres. So severe was the economic situation that he was unable to buy 
merchandise on credit from aay wholesale grocer or drygoods house... 
except Silbernagel Wholesale Grocers of Pine Bluff and Dermott, AR.

Relaxing on a log on Bayou Bartholomew are Margaret E. Caldwell 
wife of Wallace Caldwell F.52, Frances Caldwell F.53 and Ruth 
Higdon. The Old Ferry was a favorite swimming hole. (1926) - 
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He recounted many times how Mr. Dan Silbernagel the owner extended 
him credit when no one else would. It was not until the good times 
returned with World War II that he was able to completely pay off his 
debt to Silbernagel. When I started doing some of the purchasing for 
the store, he told me, "Son, buy everything you can from Silbernagel, 
they kept me in business during the depression, even if you have to 
pay them a little more!" The store's ledgers revealed in later years 
that many, if not most, of his debtors never did pay their accounts. 
Some did, years later, come in and offer to pay what they owed and we 
would have to dig the old ledgers out, dust them off and find out how 
much their accounts were. 

He was Mayor of the town of Parkdale for many years and seldom, 
if ever, had any opposition. In those days the mayor of small towns 
in Arkansas held court and I often sat in on the court sessions held 
in the office of the store while he adjudicated some minor infraction, 
drunkeness, fighting, etc. So even handed was his administration of 
justice that he usually convinced the miscreant that the judgment was 
just and merited, sometimes lending the defendant the money to pay his 
fine. If the person was decidedly intoxicated he was dispatched to 
the "calaboose" a primitive frame building with barred door and 
windows to sleep it off. In his early days as mayor he strictly en- 
forced state laws forbidding gambling but told me that after attend- 
ing a political rally and barbecue at Lake Village in honor of the 
Governor of Arkansas where he witnessed the Governor and others open- 
ly shooting dice and drinking, he vowed never to fine a poor white 
man or negro for gambling as long as they did not disturb the peace. 

His home was always open to visitors and guests at the family 
dining table. Mrs. Caldwell said she never knew who would show up for 
a meal since he invited traveling salesmen home frequently. Many 
times one of the bedrooms of his house would be occuppied by a young 
man or woman from the country who had been employed as a clerk at the 
store. 

He always maintained that the mercantile business was his first 
love though he farmed all his life. Most of the time he employed a 
farm manager to attend to the everyday routine of farming and at times 
had over forty sharecropper families on his land. When, as a youth, 

I went to work at the store, he impressed upon me the importance of 
being honest with the sharecroppers whom he "furnished", telling me 

of his experience as a young man working for a merchant in Parkdale, who 
on his first day instructed him to put four and a half pounds of beans 
in a bag marked five. He told the man, "You hired me to work for you, 
not to steal!" The owner just ducked his head and walked on. He was 
taken advantage of by many people who abused his generosity but main- 
tained that it was his duty to help those who needed it...that it was 
through the Grace of God that he had the wherewithal to do so. He was 
paternalistic with his families but quick to take them to the doctor 
and to be sure that they were supplied with the necessities of life. 

He might strike a luxury item from their grocery list when their debt 
had gotten too high but he would never deny them their snuff or tobacco. 

Another incident during the Depression comes to mind; when he was 
at the lowest ebb of his financial crisis he noticed that an alarming 
number of stores were burning under mysterious circumstances and it 
did not take a seer to realize that they were being destroyed by their 
owners for the insurance. After many sleepless nights worrying about

The store was opened by John Henry Caldwell E.24 and his brother- 
in-Law John Robert Bell the husband of Adelia Ellen Caldwell E.21 in 
the early 1900's (prior to 1910). John Caldwell bought out his 
brother-in law and operated the business until his retirement in 
the mid 1950's. At that time he sold it to his sons, John Maurice | 
Caldwell F.51, John Paul Caldwell F.54, John Henry Caldwell, Jr. F.58 
and his grandson William Wallace Caldwell G.115. This partnership 
was dissolved in 1959 and the business was sold to John Maurice 
Caldwell who operated it until his death in 1973. His widow sold the 
building soon after and it now contains an auto parts store. 

The Caldwell Company, as it was known, was a landmark in the area 
for many years and a gathering place for country people when they 
made their trips to town for supplies. John Caldwell "furnished" 

(sold supplies on credit against the farmers cotton crop) hundreds of 
families each year; supplying them with food, clothing, plow points, 
wagons, cultivators, horse collars, single trees, hames, saddles, ; 
bridles, coal oil (kerosene), seed, fertilizer, insecticides, coffins, 
and a multitude of other supplies. 
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the temptations bedeviling him; the temptation to burn his business 
for the insurance money, he resolved £6 remove forever the prospect 
_ he canceled his coverage the next morning. 
His fairness and wisdom were known far and wide throughout 
the area and rarely passed the day that he did not counsel someone 
who came to him with a problem; personal, marital, financial. This is 
not to say that he never made 2 mistake ne that he tried to do the 
right thing by everyone who had dealing with him. He had enemies 
as do all men, but they were few and far between. A neighbor, who 
was extremely contentious and hard to get along with subjected him to 
a particularly vitreolic attack one day and when she had finished 
venting her spleen, he put his arm around her shoulders and smiling, 
said, "But, , you know you love me." His calmness in face of 
verbal abuse and humor completely defused the situation and his ant- -

at Miller's Chapel Methodist Church in the community of Dry Bayou 
(a few miles east of Wilmot, Arkansas) at an early age and remained 
faithful to his church the remainder of his life. He was a 32nd degree 
Mason, a member of Concord Lodge #23 at Eudora, Arkansas and of the 
Consistory in Little pock, In 1954 on his fiftieth wedding anniver- 
Sary he was presented with his 50 year Masonic Pin by his son-in-law, 
Paul Champ Tyrone. At his death he had been a Mason for 61 years. 

Segregation was to him a way of life but he would not tolerate 
anyone who mistreated blacks, physically or financially. Many black 
families stayed on his farm for practically their entire adult lives. 
I fondly remember, Uncle Jeff and Aunt Ella Akins, Lonnie Bradley, 
Uncle John Veasey, Dave and Lula Bell Coleman, Albert Sylvester, the 
Dooleys, Cam Carver, who was like a member of the family, living in 
@ servant house in our yard for many, many years. When Cam became ; 
old ana terminally ill, he hired a black woman to nurse him until his 
death. There was also Lish Hundley who lived alone on the far side of 
the farm near thick woods and who was 2 crack shot, bringing down many 
Squirrels and rabbits which she shared with us...we furnished the — 
ammunition, Lish was a hard worker, making a crop by herself, having 
Tun her "worthless" husband off. The black families of that day were 
certainly more stable than they are today with more pride and higher 
moral character. The breakup of the plack family can, I feel, be 
directly attributed to the welfare system which discourages strong 
family ties with both a mother and father in the home. 

The Puritan work ethic was firmly implanted in his philosophy 
of life. If he came into the store and found any of us sitting down 
when business was slow, he quickly and firmly admonished us with the 
Statement, "There is always something that needs to be done, dust the 
Shelves, sweep the floor, rearrange and tidy up the stock!" We could 
always tell what sort of humor he was in by the way he held his pipe 
his mouth; if it fell gently upon his chin, he was calm and mellow, 
a tilted upward at a sharp angle, "look out", he was on the war 
ath! 

__ I could go on forever, it seems, recounting 

which made his life go full and which touched the lives of me and all 
io who knew him but will conclude by saying that he strived mighti- 
Y to "do right by his fellowman” as he saw it. He is buried in the

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DEATH CLAIMS VETERAN CITIZEN 


W. R. (Uncle Billie) Caldwell, veteran citizen of the county, died 
at the family home east of Athens at 8:00 o'clock this morning. Mr. 
Caldwell was taken suddenly ill with acute indigestion after partaking 
of a hearty meal on Thursday noon. Dr. A. H. Easterling was called and 
found that he was suffering from acute indigestion. His condition grew 
more serious during the night, followed by a sinking spell this morning 
and at 8:00 o'clock he passed away. 

Funeral services will be held Sunday afternoon at 3:00 o'clock at 
Shelby Chapel. Rev. A. J. Crawford, former pastor of the Presbyterian 
church here but now of Nacogdoches, will conduct the service. He will be 
assisted by Rev. S. L. Terry, local pastor. 

Mr. Caldwell was born in Polk County, Georgia on April 17th, 1857 
and was therefore 71 years of age on his last birthday. He came to Texas 
at the age of 19 and settled on his present homesite three miles east of 
Athens on the Athens-Tyler road. Mr. Caldwell was married to Miss Texana 
Hall in November 1893, who, with the following children survive him: 
Thomas, Miss Laura and William Caldwell of Athens, Mrs. G. M. Adams of 
Texhoma, Okla., and Royall of LaFeria. One son, John, died at Ft. Sam 
Houston, San Antonio during the world war. He is also survived by one 
sister, Mrs. Newt Cox of Merit, Texas. 

Although not a participant in the Civil War, Mr. Caldwell, as a boy, 
was frequently around the Confederate soldier and his heart was thoroughly 
in sympathy with the Confederate cause. He was an honorary member of the 
Howdy Martin Camp, Confederate Veterans of this city. 

“Uncle Billy" Caldwell, as he was familiarly known, was a man who 
numbered his friends by his acquaintances. He was a man of strong con- 
victions, and while not seeking office himself, he was active in all 
political campaigns. His friendship for ex-governor James E. Ferguson 
began shortly after he entered politics and continued up until his death. 
Mr. Ferguson was a frequent visitor in the Caldwell home and relied great- 
ly on his political judgment in all his campaigns. 

W. R. Caldwell was man of temperate habits, was frugal in his business 
as a farmer and was a living example of just what a man can accomplish in 
this section of East Texas by using business methods on the farm. 

Early in life he identified himself with the Methodist church and con- 
tinued his membership up until his death. 


FUNERAL SERVICES FOR MRS. CALDWELL FRIDAY AFTERNOON 


Mrs. W. R. Caldwell of the Shelby Chapel community died in the Nan 
Travis hospital in Jacksonville Wednesday night at 10:20 o'clock after 
an extended illness. 

Mrs. Caldwell, the former Miss Texana Hall, was the daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. J. B. Hall, pioneer residents of the county, having resided in 
the Sand Flat community. 
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She was married to W. R. Caldwell in November 1894. He died on 
September 21, 1928. 

She was an active member of the Presbyterian Church at Shelby 
Chapel for many years. She and Mr. Caldwell established their home 
near the church when they were married. They beautified the grounds 
near a spring on their property, and opened the place to all of the 
churches and civic organizations of Athens and the surrounding com- 
munity as a picnic grounds. Boy Scouts held their camps there. 

Surviving are three sons, T. H. and William Caldwell of Athens 
and Royall Caldwell of LaFeria; two daughters, Mrs. Laura Fowler of 
Dallas and Mrs. G. M. Adams of Athens; one sister, Mrs. J. M. Smith 
of San Fernando, California, and one half sister, Mrs. Fannie Skinner, 
also of San Fernando. One son, John B. Caldwell, died at Camp Travis 
in San Antonio on November 27, 1917, while in the service in World 
War I,

Born Joseph Paul Caldwell, he later legally changed his first 
name to John. He was reared in Parkdale, worked on the Caldwell 
Farm and in the family general store. 

He attended the University of Arkansas, Fayetteville, Arkansas 
where he lettered in track (hurdles). Due to harsh economice condit- 
ions during the Great Depression he concluded his studies early and 
returned to Parkdale where he was employed in the Bank of Parkdale. 
He continued there for almost forty years and was vice president and 
cashier at his retirement. 

An avid gardener he routinely put in a large vegetable garden 
and his grounds surrounding his home were beautifully landscaped, 
planted with hundreds of beautiful shrubs and flowers and always 
tended with love. 

He was sought by countless people in the area for his sage 
advice on matters financial and personal. When his father died in 
1965 the responsibility for the family affairs fell on his shoulders 
and he served as administrator of his father's trust until his death 
in 1976. 

He was a political conservative and dispaired of the trend 
toward socialism in this country believing fervently that hard work 
and thrift were the keys to success - not government handouts.

For many years he walked to work from his 
home on Bayou Bartholomew - a distance of about a mile - before he 
finally bought an automobile. He never bought an item until he was 
in a position to pay for it. 
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He was the one we all depended on for advice and counsel and his 
death left a great void - we had never considered the possibility that 
we would be left without him to guide us over the shoals and sandbars 
of life. 

His first wife, Carolyn Sue Matlock, was the daughter of Dr. 
Matlock, a physician residing in Carthage, Arkansas where she was born. 
She taught school in Parkdale for many years after their marriage and 
died on 15 March 1955 at their home in Parkdale after a long illness.

This section is comprised of the history of Patrick Henry Caldwell 
(Colwell) E.33 and his descendants. He was the son of William A. Caldwell 
D.39 and his wife Mary A. Lyle. : 

A descendant, Kay Kemp Taylor, of Abernathy, Texas has written an 
interesting sketch detailing the life and times of this Caldwell link in 
the chain of our ancestors and I have reproduced it below. 


PATRICK HENRY COLWELL

It was a long, eventful journey that brought this Scotch-Irishman, 
Patrick Henry Colwell from his birthplace in Coweta County, Georgia to his 
farm four miles southwest of Sylvester. But the journey commenced long 
before this, when his ancestors arrived on the shores of the new world 
in the early 1700's. His great-grandfathers fought in the American Reve 
tion, and his father died probably of yellow fever while a soldier in 
site War. Many of Henry's ancestors settled in the Abbeville District 
Of South Carolina before migrating by covered wagon to Georgia and the 
to Itawamba County, Mississippi, shortly before the Civil War. In tt. 


1890's Henry, with his young wife and two small daughters, journeyed by 
train to Texas,

All evidence points to the fact that Henry's parents were both 
Scotch-Irish. Tradition has it that the Caldwells (or Colwells) went 
northward, through Scotland, mingling with the people, who were adherents 
Of John Knox, the Scots Reformer, thus becoming Presbyterians. Traveling 
through the highlands of Scotland into the north of Ireland, they became 
Scots-Irish, One of his mother's forefathers wrote that the Lyles were 
scotch and Married in Ireland about 1650 and lived in the vicinity of 
Lorne in County Antrim. Their descendant, David Lyle, came to America. 
Another interesting fact written about his ancestors was that Robert 
Lyle enterta ined Rev. John Wesley in Ireland. 

The date was March 2, 1855, when Patrick Henry made his appearance 
and became a part of the family of William A. Caldwell (son of William 

at and Jane Allen Caldwell) and Mary A. (daughter of Charles and Mary 
Kirby Lyle). Other children included Nancy, John, Mosuria, Sarah, Charles 
oe Dawsey. As a small boy Henry migrated from Georgia to Mississippi 
with his Parents. In the early stages of the Civil War Henry lost his 
father and experienced terror many times as soldiers journeyed by their 
little farm. Henry often told how he was almost caught by Union soldiers 
due Eo the fact that he was determined to change into his long pants 

{a sign of coming manhood) before escaping into the woods. 

In Fulton, Mississippi, Henry took a lovely, young bride, Mary E. 
Warren, ©n December 23, 1875. Mary was born in September 1859 in Saint 
Glatz County, Alabama (daughter Of Albert and Priscilla Newton).

Then 
returned to my West Texas home. I met the man that I married pretty 
Soon after I returned home from school. We became sweethearts in a few 
months and were engaged in about a year and were married the next year."

and some of the facts about her that were written at that time are as 
follows:

Church where she taught s Sunday School Class regularly until 14 years 
ago. She has taught as a substitute teacher much of the time since that 
and still attends church almost every Sunday. The women nominating her 
her Said, "she is an avid Bible scholar - able to lead in any discussion 
about the words of her Lord.' She was a charter member of the McCaulley 
Home Demonstration Club and took first place in the state for "Living 
Room Improvements."

"Herbert H. Caldwell was born May 5, 1896 in Runnels County. He was 
the youngest son and ninth living child of Patrick Henry and Mary Eliz- 
abeth Warren Colwell. He moved with his family to Fisher County and 
grew to manhood in Sylvester. His mother died in 1911. From old letters 
written to his sister Velma, I know that he began his military training 
at Camp Bowie, Fort Worth in 1917. Sergeant Herbert H. Colwell of Supply 
Company of the 14lst U. S. Infantry was shipped to France probably in 
July of 1918. He died August 3, 1918 on shipboard as a result of emer- 
gency appendectomy shortly before the ship arrived in France.

Merwin Haag has provided us with a short sketch and his memories of 
his grandfather Patrick Henry Colwell, E.33 and some of his Colwell 
aunts, 

"My grandfather, Patrick Henry Colwell, was born 
County, Georgia, the son of William A. Caldwell and Mary Lyle. (I was 
working through the Lyle line to establish my eligibility for the SAR 
(Sons of the American Revolution), but now the Colwell line seems to 
be my best route). Patrick Henry had three brothers, John M., Charles, 
and D. B. L. "Doss" and two sisters, Sarah and Nancy. They moved to 
Itawamba County, Miss. about 1861. Somewhere along the way the way the 
spelling of the name was changed from Caldwell to Colwell. I find Lt 
spelled three different ways on the records of Itawamba County, Miss. 

On Patrick Henry's marriage records it is spelled Calwell and on some 

of the deed records it was spelled Colwell and Cauldwell. Patrick Henry's 
father died during the Civil War of wounds or Yellow fever. Patrick was 
left without a father at an early age. He amrried Mary Elizabeth Warren 
in 1875 in Itawamba County, Miss. After a brief stay in Alabama Patrick 
Henry and his wife Mary Elizabeth moved to Ellis County, Texas where 

my mother, Velma (Colwell, FF.74) was born. They moved to Sylvester in 
Fisher County, Texas around 1897 and purchased 640 acres of land. Twelve 
children were born to Patrick Henry and Mary Elizabeth, two children

the older Colwelis. My grandmother Colwell died in 1911 and I never 
knew her. Grandfather Colwell remarried but I do not remember her 
name. Grandfather Colwell retired about 1913, he sold his farm and 
moved to Sweetwater, Texas where he died on October 19, 1926 when 

I was only ten years old. Grandfather Colwell was always known to 

be a hard-working and frugal man. He was a leading and useful citi- 
zen in his community and was respected by all who knew him. I have 
always been proud of the Colwell family because of their solid 
Christian example and the continued success Of the descendants of 
Patrick Henry Caldwell." 

The following is an interesting and informative family sketch 
written by Merwin Harrell Haag which illustrates his deep devotion 
to family and pays tribute to those intrepid ancestors of us all 
who set us such inspiring examples as a blueprint for our own lives. 

"I was born on a cold December day in 1915. The wind blew the snow 
up in drifts on the north side of the house. One week after I was born 
my father left for El Paso, Texas, to take his bar examination and in 
February 1916 he received his license to practice law and was admitted 
to the Bar. Mother and father soon found out that just because he had 
been admitted to the Bar that that alone did not mean instant success. 
Many times when dad would have to go out of town on a case he did not 
have enough money to stay at a hotel, so he took his bed roll and 
slept under the stars. Mother would prepare enough food to last him 
while he was away from home. 

When I was four years old my father had occasion to go to El Paso, 
Texas to plead a case before the Court of Civil Appeals and he took 
me with him. We rode the T & P to El Paso - just the two of us. I do 
not remember what the case was about but I do recall the great sense 
of pride I felt watching my father present his case in such an elo~ 
quent manner. After the business had been attended to we rode the Serect 
car to the Zoo. This was a memorable experience for me because this was 
my first trip to a big city. 

My mother, Velma (Colwell) Haag, FF.74, was a great cook as were all 
of the Colwell girls. One of mother's specialties was her home baked 
bread. When she married and left her home in Fisher County, Texas, 
one of the things that she took with her was a yeast-starter which had 
a potato-water base and needed to be renewed once a week.

FAMILY CONNECTIONS OF INTEREST 


THE HARRIS FAMILY 


The Caldwell connection to the  amesaniins Harris Line Criginates 
as far as we can determine sometime prior to the emigration of David 
Caldwell and his wife Ann Harris around 1740. 

David and Ann Harris Caldwell were probably married in County, 
Donegal, Ireland, where their first child, James Caldwell, A.1, was 
born about 1738. Their second child, John Caldwell, A.2, was porn there 
around 1740. 

Ann Harris is reputed to have been the daughter of James Harris 
and his wife Mary Simpson, according to research conducted by Isaac 
Harris of Havana, Cuba, and published in August, 1938. He states that 
James Harris was born about 1660 in Ireland and died in Pennsylvania — 
about 1726. His father was Edward Harris of Glenmarquin who was born in 
Raphoe, County Donegal, Ireland, about 1643. He was a Ruling Elder of 
the Raphoe Presbyterian Church. His wife was Flora Douglas. 

A chart included in the book, "Ancestors and Descendants of Rober* 
Harris, Sr.," by Mary Harris Stratton, (1967), (Brooks Litho ChaesOeres 
North Carolina, Library of Congress catalog number 67-6637) carries 
this line back through the centuries and purports the Harris line oie 
descend from most of the crowned heads of Europe, and to Charlemadne. 
Emperor of the West who died around 814 A.D. Kings included in this 
lineage are: Robert the Bruce of Scotland; David, King of scot Landi ‘ 
Malcolm Cannamore, King of Scotland; Alfred the Great, King of ahaa

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The Caldwells and Harrises intermarried on many occasions, and 
we see David Caldwell's son James Caldwell, A.1, marrying Elizabeth 
Harris, probably a cousin. However, we have not been able to deter- 
mine who her parents were. 

There is another Harris connection for the descendants of William 
Harris Caldwell, C.17. His wife Elizabeth Moseley, the daughter of 
Henry Moseley and Jane Mckinley Moseley, was a descendant to Colonel 
Thomas Harris who came to America in 1611 aboard the ship Prosperous. 
He was a member of the Virginia Company which financed the settling 
of Jamestown and other early Virginia colonies. He was also a member 
of the Virginia House of Burgesses for many years. His daughter, Mary 
Harris, married Colonel Thomas Ligon (Lygon), another very early 
virginia settler from England. This line has been used by the author 
and Johnnie Caldwell Files, among others, to qualify for membership in 
the Sons and Daughters of the Pilgrims, the Jamestowne Society, and 
other hereditary societies. This line has been well documented back 
into antiquity to the royal families of Europe. American lines to 
which this connects include the Hancocks, Cockes, Gurganys, Basses, 
McKinleys, Wilsons, Beatties, and others. 

Material relative to these lines can be found in the book: 
"Adventurers of Purse and Person, 1607-1625," by A. L. Jester, "The 
Ligon Family and Connections," (1947), by William D. Ligon, and other 
reliable publications and periodicals which can be found in any sizable 
library in the United States. 


THE MOSELEYS AND MCKINLEYS 


We connect with the McKinleys through the marriage of William 
Harris Caldwell, C.17, to Elizabeth Moseley. As stated above, her 
mother was Jane McKinley, the daughter of William McKinley, who was 
reportedly born at sea on the voyage to America in about 1744, and his 
wife Mary Beattie (Beatty). He was the son of John McKinley and his 
wife Esther Wilson. Both John and William McKinley are proven patriot 
ancestors who fought in the American Revolution in South Carolina and 
can be used as proof of eligibility for membership in the Daughters of 
the American Revolution and the Sons of the American Revolution. They 
were from County Monaghan, Ireland and settled in Abbeville District, 
South Carolina as did the Moseleys beginning with Richard Moseley, II 
(1756-1832), the grand father of Elizabeth Moseley Caldwell. Richard 
Moseley, II's father Richard Moseley, I, was also a Revolutionary War 
patriot who furnished supplies to the Continental forces during the war. 
His widow Mary Bass Moseley is also recognized as a patriot for continuing 
to supply the Colonials after her husband died while she was acting as 
executrix of his estate. She was the daughter of Thomas Bass and his 
wife Mary , and was born in Powhatan County, Virginia. 

The patriarch of the Moseley line in America was William Moseley 
who came to Virginia around 1649, settling in Lynnhaven Parish, Lower 
Norfolk County, Virginia. He was a justice from 1649 to 1655, High 
Sheriff and member of the House of Burgesses. His son Arthur Moseley, 
II, came with his father to America and was also High Sheriff and a 


Burgess during his lifetime. He married first, Joan Hancock, daughter 
of Simon Hancock. 
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The Moseley and Hancock lines pa been established without question 
as proof for membership in the Colonial Dames of the CVII Century and 
other hereditary societies, by Johnnie Caldwell Files and others 

An added note on the McKinleys is the fact that John McKinley's 
brother, James McKinley, who settled in the North, was the ancestor of 


President William McKinley, an Ohian. 


THE THOMPSON AND ALLEN LINES 


John Caldwell, B.2, son of James Caldwell, A.l, married Elizabeth 
Thompson, the daughter of Matthew Thompson, II and his wife Rachel allen. 
The Thompsons and Allens came to Abbeville District, South Carolina just 
prior to the American Revolution. Rachel Allen was the daughter o¢ 
James Allen, who was a Revolutionary War Soldier in Virginia, as was her 
husband Matthew Thompson, Il. ; 

The Allens were members of the Tinkling Springs Presbyterian Church 
near present-day Fisherville, Virginia, in the Shenandoah Valley. The 
author, his wife Mary Emily Caldwell, and Aunt Johnnie Caldwell Files 
visited the church and cemetery in the summer Of 1984. The church and 
cemetery are well cared for and services are still held there regularly. 
The Thompsons were resident in the same area, but were members of the 
Peaked Mountain Presbyterian Church a few miles north of Tinkling Springs. 

Deeds and land plats indicate that the Allens and Thompsons owned 
land in the area in the 1730's and 1740's. 

Jerry Thomson of Huntsville, Alabama, has done extensive research 
on the Thom(p)son line in the United States and has made several trips to 
Ireland and Scotland in search of the famiy's origins. Unfortunately, 
he has not been able to find a definite connection between the Matthew 
Thompson line and an ancestor in the British Isles. He has amassed a 
wealth of gen2zalogical data on this, and connecting lines and has been 
very forthcoming in sharing with fellow researchers. One of his favorite 
pastimes has been tramping over the rolling hills of Abbeville County, 
South Carolina, endeavoring to pinpoint the exact Jocation of the homesteads 
of the Caldwells, Thompsons, Hamiltons and Mckinleys. An elusive prize 
which has intrigued him for many years is the location of Fort Bull, a 
Revolutionary War fort in Abbeville County. 

We are stalled on the Allen line with James Allen, the father of 
Rachel, but hope to discover a link someday. Clues and data are always 
showing up in the least expected places and from the most unusual sources. 
One may work diligently for twenty years without results and suddenly the 
answer will come like a bolt from the blue. Usually, however, it comes as 
a result of years of tedious correspondence with fellow researchers and 
hundreds of hours spent toiling in countless libraries and archives. 
Fortunately, the great majority of amatuer genealogists are willing to 
Share their findings freely with their fellows with the cost being only a 
self-addressed-stamped envelope and the payment of copying expenses. 
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THE FRENCH AND PARKER LINES 


temuel Joseph Caldwell, D.28, Married Frances Jeanette French, the 
daughter of John Henry Pretith and Ellen Parker Freagh in vaoe County, 
MissisSiPPi» in 1873. We have been unable to find any further infor- 
mation on John Henry French; however, the census records indicate that 
he was born in the stare of New York. Family tradition has it that he 
ran away from home while quite young and came to Mississippi, where he 
married Ellen Paxkers the daughter of Richard Parker and his wife Sarah. 
we think that Richard could have been the son of a Connecticut Revolut- 
ionary War veteran named Asaph Parker who died in Mississippi around 
1836. Richard Parker named one of his sons "Asa". But, we have not been 
able to find any proof to substantiate this supposition. Interestingly, 
the Parker and French families cross Paths quite frequently in the early 
censuses Of New York, Connecticut, and other New England states, and it 
is hoped that someone will make a connection in that area of the country.

Under the rule of primocenitur 
the arms passed to the first son. Arms could be 
taken away along with the bearers estates by th 
crown if the family wavered in its loyalty 

There are in existence several arms pu 
have been awarded to various branches of 
family. We do not know which, if any of these, if 
any of these, can be attributed to our branch. 

I have included on this page the Caldwell and 
Harris arms which most appeal to me. But, I have no 
inkling that they ever graced the shield or hung in 
the halls of our ancestors. They are pretty and 
make interesting conversation pieces hanging on the 
wall of our dens or adorning our stationery. 

If you are interested in pursuing this subject 
further, I would suggest that you read Burke's 
Encyclopedia of Heraldry, Fairbain's Crests, Burke's 
General Armory, and the Encyclodaedia Britannica. 
These sources go into great detail regarding the 
precise meaning of each device, color and detail 
found on the arms.
